The cost of establishing a presence is 
based on the total of salary, housing, 
transport and removal costs, rent for 
housing and office, car, education for 
chiidren and numerous other related 
expenses.

Anthony said the technical support 
facility will enable Australia to give 
advice, ON a ZOVernMent-to-government 
basis, to Middle East countries in the 
formulation of their development pro- 
jects. It will also help ensure that 
Australian skills and expertise have the 
opportunity to seek to participate in such 
projects. 


“The facility will enable the 
Austrahan Government to meet initial 
costs that are often associated with giv- 
ing advice through. for example, the 
mounting of technical missions and the 
provision of experts and consultants 
from both the government and private 
sector, said Anthony. 


During his visit in March, the Deputy 
Prime Minister signed an Agreement on 
Economic and Technical Cooperation 
between Saudi Arabia and Australia. At 
that time Anthony stressed that 
Austraha, uke Saudi Arabia, had a vast 
arid interior with population concen- 
trated in a number of major cities 
Austrahan industrial and agncultural 
technology had developed to suit these 
conditions.

and Advocates Gaziul Huq qnd Aminul Hug, who defended Lt Col (Retd) Abu 
Taher in his trial. Major (Retd) Jalil presided over the meeting. 


Major (Retd) MA Jalil said that the situation in the country was ripe 
for 4 masse movement and a revolution. "We must change the existing 
social order. This can be done only through the unity of the revolu- 
tionary forces,” he said. 


Referring to the trial and execution of Mr Taher, the JSD chief said that 
his party did not believe in the politics of retaliation. He urged the 
opposition political parties to show courage and rise against the social 
anomalies.

Mr Rashed Khan Menon said, ‘On November 7, 1975, the country came out of 
a conspiracy hatched by the BKSALites.

PLIGHT OF RECRUITEES IN LIBYA DESCRIBED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 18 Jul 80 pp 1, 8 


[Text; The Ministry of Manpower Development on Thursday said that the 
36 freedom fighters who returned Dacca from Libya had gone there ignor- 
ing its (the ministry's) advice and on their own responsibility for 
getting employment reports BSS. 


A heodout of the ministry tesued on Thursday night said that a section 
of tue Press had reported the statement of State Minister for Manpower 
Development Mr Atauddin Khan made in Parliament on July 16 in a mis- 
leading manner creating confusion in the public mind. 


The handout said that the Libyan embassy in Bangladesh in a letter dated 
January 30 had requested the Director General of Employment and Manpower 
Training bureau to provide all assistance to three Libyan firms--Al-Madani, 
Al-Nada and Al-Shati whose representatives had come for recruitment of 
people from different professions. 





A scrutiny of the papers of the three firms revealed that they had come 
here without properly attested documents from Bangladesh embassy in 
Tripoli required under normal practice. 


The Libyan embassy in Dacca later gave a guarantee and requested for 
giving the three firms the permission to recruit people, the handout 
added. 


As a result, 1150 persons including 432 trained freedom fighters were 
selected for the three firms. 


But, when the first batch of 40 of the selected freedom fighters arrived 
in Tripoli on June 2, the Bangladesh embassy in Tripoli informed the 
Government in a telegram that they would not get the jobs as all the 
three recruiting firms were fake. 


However, at the initiative of the Bangladesh Embassy officials in Tripoli, 
the 40 freedom fighters were provided with jobs there. The handout said 
and added at the advice of the Bangladesh Embassy sending of other se- 
lected persons to Libya was suspended. 
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ut the remaining selected freedom fightera became impatient to join 
their employment in Libya and started mounting pressure on the Minis- 
try for issuing of no objection certificates (NOC) before the expiry 
of their visas, the handout added, 


A high level meeting was held on the matter which took the decision 
that it would not be proper to send the remaining selected freedom 
fighters to Libya without the guarantee of joba, the handout said, 
But the meeting was of the opinion that if any of the selected free- 
dom fighters wanted to go on their own responsibility, necessary no 
Objection certificates (NOC) might be issued, 


The handout added that 36 of the remaining selected freedom fighters 
took the no objection certificates ignoring the advance and left for 
Libya on their own responsibility. 


No employer or representative of any company came to receive the 36 
freedom fighters on their arrival in Tripoli and as such the Govern- 
ment of Libya sent them back under the Libyan rules. 


The handout, however, said that discussions had already taken place 
with the Libyan government through the two countries’ embassies in 
Dacea and Tripoli for their (the freedom fighters’) employment in Libya. 


The Libyan government had assured that it would make efforts for their 
employment with other firms.

CONFERENCES ON CHITTAGONG DUTY=<FREE ZONE PLANNED

[Text] Bangladesh will host two world conferences in next December and 
January for discussions with the international investors in connection 
with the country's duty free ‘Export Processing Zone' being set up in 
Chittagong, Deputy Premier Jamaluddin Ahmed said in Dacca on Thursday. 


"Necessary preparations” were being made by the Government for holding 
the two major conferences in Bangladesh under the auspices of the United 
Nations Industrial Development Organisation (UNIDO), he told BSS in an 
interview. 


Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed who is in-charge of the industries Ministry, said 
the response from the friendly countries for industrial investment in 
Bangladesh was “quite encouraging.” 


A number of countries including Japan, Singapore, South Korea, Hong Kong, 
EBC countries and the United States showed interest and were making queries 
about the Export Processing Zone in Chittagong where plcts over 100 acres 
of land would be ready by November next for allotment te said. Reply- 

ing to a question, he said each of the [word illegible] would of half- 
an-acre size in the Chittagong Export Processing Zone which will spread 
over 658 acres of land on the bank of the Bay of Bengal. 


The UNIDO sponsored first meeting known as the "solidarity meeting" at 
ministrial level would be held in December next in which 25 to 30 friendly 
countries would attend, Mr Jamaluddin said. [as published] 


He said another meeting of international investors representing 120 to 
150 companies would be held in January next year to examine the facili- 
ties offered by the Bangladesh Government for foreign private investment. 


Replying to a question the Deputy Prime Minister expressed his optimism 
about the success of the Export Processing Zone in attracting international 
and local investment in the field of their interests. Fifty industrial 
profiles were being prepared to facilitate the foreign private investors 
and the countries who would attend the coming conferences, he said. 
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He reterred to the various measures and incentives declared earlier to 
accelerate economic activities, and industrial investment in the private 
sector which was further liberalised, 


Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed also pointed out to a price of law, namely, Foreign 
Private Inveatment (Promotion and Protection) Act has already been passed 
by the Parliament to protect the interests of the foreign investors.

Under the Foreign Private Investment (Protection) Act "the Government 
ehall accord fair and equitable treatment to foreign private investment 
which shall enjoy full protection and security in Bangladesh." 


The terms of sanction, permission or Licence granted by Government to an 
industrial undertaking having private investment shall not be unilaterally 
changed so as to adversely alter the conditions under which the establish- 
ment of such undertaking was sanctioned. Nor shall foreign private invest- 
ment be accorded a less favourable treatment than what is accorded to 
similar private investment by the citizens of Bangladesh in the applica- 
tion of relevant rules and regulations.” 


Due indemnification, compensation, restitution or other settlement will 
be accorded to foreign investment similar to that of the Bangladeshis in 
the event of losses owing to civil commotion, insurrection or riot. 


Guarantees against nationalisation of foreign private investment ‘except 


for a public purpose against adequate compensation" and repatriation of 
investment were also provided by the law.

SELF-RELIANCE URGED IN WATER UTILIZATION

[Text] Kazi Anwarul Haque, Minister for Power, Water Resources and Flood 
Control on Saturday called for acquiring technological advancement locally 
to reduce dependence on the foreign consultancy service and project imple- 
mentation costs. 





The Water Resources and Flood Control Minister was inaugurating a seminar 
on "Second Five-Year Plan--flood control and Water Resources Sector" at 
the WAPDA Auditorium, The seminar was organised by the Bangladesh Water 
Development Board (BWDB). 


Kazi Anwarul Haque said that most of the WDB projects were implemented 
with the assistance of foreign countries or agencies. "Within the compo- 
nent of foreign consultancy services, the donors are found to be reluctant 
to provide assistance to the projects," he said. 


He said that expenditure on the projects was an important factor for a 
poor country like ours. ‘We may not need to maintain the standard of 
projects implemented in Europe or America. We have to decide whether we 
will accept the project design prepared by the foreign consultants guided 
by the standard of the developed countries." 


The Minister felt that the local designers and planners would have to 
raise the standard of their work through improvisation. "Our experts 
should dis uss with the foreign consultants with the objective of reduc- 
ing project cost.” 


The inaugural session of the day-long seminar was addressed, among 
others by Mr L.K. Siddiqi Minister of State for Power, Water Resources 
and Flood Control, Dr Yusufzai, Member, Planning Commission, Mr S. A. 
Khair, Secretary Ministry of Power, Water Resources and Flood Control, 
Mr M. Mustafizur Rahman, Chairman, BWDB and Mr Aminul Islam, Chief 
Engineer BWDB. 
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Kazi Anwarul Haque said that the future of the country depended on the 
controlling of floods and appropriate utilisation of water resources, 
Importance of the development of water resources in the economic devel- 
opment had not been realised fully in the past he said, 


The Minister underscored the need for people's participation in the im- 
plementation of development projects. He said, "The canal digging pro- 
gramme conceived by the President Ziaur Rahman himself had been able to 
ensure people's participation." [as published! 


On the Second Five-Year Plan (SFYP), he said that the Plan was aimed at 
achleving overall development of the country. Development of one sector 
was interlinked with the development of other sectors, he said.

The import of petrol, as 
such, is not necessary, he added, Replying to a question by Mr A.8.M.

from imported crude oil at the Eastern Refinery, Chittagong. Bangladesh 
does not import petrol (fuel for motor vehicles), he pointed out. The 
Minister told the House that of the petroleum products, only diesel is 
imported. The international purchase rate of diesel is determined through 
tenders, he added. Replying to another question Mr Gupta said that there 
was no fixed price of petroleum products in the international market and 
the price depends on the international political situation, rise in 

price of crude ofl] and the volume of stockpiling of refined oil in the 
international ofl. The average price of diesel oil imported by Bangladesh 
from January to April last wae 1.38 US dollars per galion. During the 
same period the price of diesel per gallon varied from US dollar 1.53 to 
i.31 in the international market (Singapore) he added.

We celebrate tomorrow the 33rd anniversary of our independence. It is a 
happy occasion when we look back with pride at the blessings of our 
freedom. It is aleo a sobering moment for taking a critical look at 
the gape in our perceptions and performance, so that we can benefit 
from past mistakes and face the future with greater confidence. 


As the largest democracy in the world, we have by and large managed to 
run our parliamentary system with considerable success, despite the con- 
tinuing etraine. But we have yet to learn the hard way, through trial 
and error, how to give a matching social dimension to the economic 
progress made since independence. Though the planning process has become 
a part and parcel of modern economic growth, we have to contend with the 
reality that it has so far benefited mainly the upper strata of our 
society without the fruite of development reaching the poorer sections 
adequately. The social ferment formented by growing inequality has 

led to serious law and order situations, with an increasing tendency to 
resort to violence to ventilate the slightest grievance. [as published] 


Stable Centre 


After the uncertainties of last year, there i. now a stable single-party 
government at the Centre with a substantial majority in Parliament. Hovw- 
ever, the stability of a government does not depend on its numerical 
strength alone, but aleo on its ability to carry the whole nation with 

it on all important issues. it requires the capacity to assess and 
harness the national consensus by cutting across political barriers, 
rising above party politice and taking an elevated view of national 
wlitics. 
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Success in @ parilamentary democracy lies in giving the people a sense

The population explosion that has 
added enormously to the country's economic burdens and social pressures 
has led to greater unemployment. No matter what we do to create more 
work, the heavy backlog of joblese millions will keep on increasing until 
we are able to revive our rural economy and reorient our approach to 
deve lopment. 


We are thue passing through a difficult phase which may lead to class 
conflicts if we do not take timely steps to avert them. The only 
sensible way out of this predicament is through an orderly social trans- 
formation based on a balance of sacrifice to make life more liveable 

for the great majority of our people below the poverty line. The 
attempt to infuse undue political overtones into what is essentially a 
human problem has tended to divert attention from the real dimensions of 
Indian poverty to extraneous agitations. 


The country is in quest of 4 more sustainable social equilibrium. 1 
have every hope that we will be able to emerge from this flux with 
greater faith in our system, if we adhere to the Gandhian tenets of 
tolerance and compassion. 


Healing Touch 


When | assumed office as President, I pleaded for a harmonising touch to 
heal the old wounds of discord, and I shall continue to exercise ay 
moderating influence to persuade 411 sections of our society to adopt 
an equitable and enlightened approach to problems of public welfare.

DRAFT OF SIXTH PLAN TO BE READY IN DECEMBER 
Madras THE HINDU in English 15 Aug 80 p | 
[Text] New Delhi, Aug 14 


The document on the 1980-85 Sixth Plan frame, finalised by the Planning 
Commission and awaiting formal approval by the Union Cabinet before it 
is despatched to the Chief Ministers hae made a major departure from the 
plan document for 1978-83 drafted by the previous Government in respect 
of its assumptions about the country's balance of payments, 


Yet another departure but not explicitly spelt out is that the Centre's 
plan outlay would be larger than the States'. The Janata Government had 
reversed this trend for the first time. 


Balance of Payments 


The previous plan document had assumed that exports during the plan 
period 1978-83 at 1978-79 prices would amount to Rs. 31 740 crores and 
imports Re. 45,455 crores, leaving a deficit of Re. 13,715 crores. 


After assuming an inflow of Re. 7,3 [rest of number illegible) crores 
from inward remittances and other invisibles, and providing for a debt 
servicing of Re. 4,465 crores and other transactions amounting to Re. 795 
crores, the net deficit in the balance of payments was assumed to be 

Re. 11,610 crores. The previous plan document had also provided for 
liberal imports of industrial intermediates and essential commodities 

in short supply. 


The Planning Commission seems to have come to the conclusion that in 
view of the big increase in ofl prices and recessionary conditions in 
international trade, these earlier assumptions cannot be sustained. 


Though the need to restrain prices by providing for imports of industrial 
intermediates and commodities in short supply is realised the commission 
seems to have felt that it would no longer be possible to assume the 

type of liberal import policy followed during the last three years when 
the exchange reserves were growing and comfortable. This has been 
specifically mentioned in the plan frame document. 











In this connection, the Union Finance Minietry in a letter addressed to 
all Central Mintetries hae expressed concern over the decline in exchange 
reserves ‘sounting to Re, 480 crores on April 1, 19860 from the level at 
which they stood a year ago, 


It hae aleo cautioned the Ministries againat making public announcements 
about the value of importe they intended to make, While such announce- 
mente might have a healthy impact on prices of indigenously produced 
items in short supply, they might lead to the jacking up of the prices 
by suppliers abroad, 


The implied decision to provide for a bigger Central plan outlay than 
the States’ is expected to generate some heat during the National 
Development Counci! meeting, especially from Weat Bengal, Tamil Nadu 
and Kerala. 


The plan frame document has indicated a step-up in the public sector 
outlay from the Re. 71,000 crores assumed in the previous plan draft at 
1978-79 prices. While the outlay has gone up by about Re. 19,000 
crores, since the value is computed at 1979-80 prices, the increase in 
the physical target may be much smaller. The plan frame document has 
also assumed a larger private sector outlay than that assumed by the 
previous Government. 


The plan frame document running to about 30 cyclostyled pages has not 
gone into sectoral outlays and is devoted for the most part to the 
elucidation of the strategy, focussing mainly on topics like human 
resources development, population stabilisation and ecology. 


There is some re-thinking on the content of the minimum needs programme 
which was enlarged by the Janata Government to include adult education 
and housing. The possibility is that the coverage may be reduced 
because of the severe constraint on resources. 


The Planning Commission is anxious to have the NDC convened on August 30 
and 31. These dates are yet to be officially confirmed. Thereafter, 
the commission will get down to preparing the draft plan document. 
Discussions with the State Governments on their out lays are proposed 

to be held during September and October. 


. @ plan document should be ready by the middle of December for 
approval by that month end. The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, is 
said tu be anxious that the Planning Commission stick to this time- 
table so that the Finance Ministry could tailor the 1981-82 budget to 
meet the plan requirements.

HOUSE DISCUSSES APPEAL ON SUPREME COURT RULING 
Madras THE HINDU in English 12 Aug 80 p 1 
[Text] New Delhi, Aug. 11. 


The Law Minister, Mr. Shiv Shankar, told the Rajya Sabha today that the 
Government would seek a review of the recent Supreme Court judgment 
curtailing Parliament's power to amend or alter the basic structure of 
the Constitution. 


He said the Government did not subscribe to the theory of basic struc- 
ture since it was neither possible nor desirable to attempt to enumerate 
what were the so-called essential features of the Constitution. 


At any rate, it would not be proper, in the Law Minister's view, for the 
present generation to attempt to bind posterity with its own fixed 
notions over a matter of such fundamental importance. So the Govern- 
ment would seek in due course a review of both the Supreme Court judg- 
ments relating to the earlier Kesavananda Bharati case the the recent 
Minerva Mills case spelling out the doctrine of the basic structure of 
the Constitution and restricting the amending powers of Parliament to 
alter it. 


Uproar in House 


The Law Minister made this announcement in the course of his written 
reply to a short notice question tabled by Mr. G. C. Bhattacharya 

(Ind.) and in his oral answers to the supplementaries by other members 
on the subject. But the House was plunged into an unprecedented turmoil 
when the Chairman, Mr. M. Hidayatullah, refused to allow a discussion 

on the Supreme Court judgment. 


The uproar was sparked by the Chairman's refusal to permit Mr. 
Bhattacharya to say anything that amounted to an attack on the integrity 
of the judges who delivered the recent judgment. As a former Chief 
Justice who felt it was his duty to uphold the dignity of the Supreme 
Court, he repeatedly cautioned the members against defying his ruling 
and persisting in making derogatory observations. 
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At one atage of the 50-minute long commotion, Mr, Hidayatullah had to 
expunge from the record some offending inainuations and protest strongly 
againet what he called “unfair remarks on the Chair", complaining 
bitterly that "if there is anyone who needs protection in this House, 

it is the Chairman”, As the uproar continued despite his repeated 
appeals for calm, he adjourned the House for the lunch recess ten 
minutes in advance, 


The CPI member, Mr. Kalvan Roy, walked out earlier objecting to the 
Chairman's ruling barring discussion on the role of the Chief Justice 
and other three judges who delivered the majority judgment, in the light 
of Mr. Justice P, N. Bhagwati's disclosures in his dissenting judgment. 


The Chairman held that how the judges came to any particular conclusion 
was the private business of the Court and Parliament could not discuss 
it. He said the Constitution provided quite clearly that the integrity 
of the judges could not be discussed or any motives attributed to them, 


The Congress (1) members like Mr. N. K. P. Saive, who is a noted 
authority on jurisprudence, supported the contention of some of the 
independent and Opposition members who wanted to discuss the judgment 
maintaining that they were seeking to voice their views only on the 
"philosophy of the procedure" adopted by the Court. But the Chairman 
stuck to his ruling that he would not permit anything to go on record 
that cast a reflection on the conduct of the judges. 


The Law Minister and the Railway Minister, Mr. Kamalapati Tripathi, 
from the Government side (Congress-U) and Mr. L. K. Advani (BJP) 

from the Opposition tried hard to calm down the angry members who were 
challenging the ruling of the Chairman. But they did not succeed 

in pacifying the agitated members who continued to defy the Chair 
insisting that they should be allowed to speak on the subject. 


In his written reply to the short notice question, the Law Minister 
announced that the Governmen:s would take steps to nullify the effect 

of the judgment in the Minerva Mills case which had undermined the role 
of Parlianent. He said the Court had struck down Section 4 and 55 of 
the 42nd Amendment on the ground that they were beyond the amending 
power of Parliament. These sections amended Article 31 (C) and inserted 
Clauses (4) and (5) in Article 368. 


He assured Mr. Bhattacharya that the pending cases on land reforms 
would not be affected in view of the Supreme Court's judgment in the 
Baman Rao case. The Government would require time to examine all these 
inter-related judgments in detail and decide on what should be done to 
sustain the real spirit of the Constitution

NEW GUIDELINES ISSUED TO GOVERNMENT MEDIA UNITS

[Text] New Delhi, August 12 (UNI): The All India Radio and other media 
units under the government have been asked to adopt a professional 
approach in their activities without limiting themselves to the govern- 
ment's plane alone.

to the fresh guidelines issued to them recently, superseding the earlier 
guidelines. 


A copy of the new guidelines was laid in the Lok Sabha today by the 
minister of state for information and broadcasting, Mrs. Ram Dulari 
Sinha, in reply to a question of Dr. Vasant Kuman Pandit. 


While seeking to highlight all developmental activities, AIR, Doordarshan 
and the Films Division should disseminate information, news and comments 

in a "fair" objective and balanced" manner, including contrasting points 

of view with emphasis on events and developments. [as published] 


The following are some of the guidelines: 


The media units should give effective coverage to government's programmes, 
policies and achievements. Particular attention should be given to 
programmes and dissemination of information relating to developmental 
activities in all their facets, including, for example, extension work 

in agriculture, education, health and family welfare and science and 
techno logy. 


Youth Progre~mes 


They shoul, v « and present suitable programmes relating to youth, 
including info rion regarding opportunities for and generation of 
employment in various fields. 





Vigorous steps should be taken by the official media unite to serve the 
rural population, minority communities, women, children, illiterate 
as well as other weaker and vulnerable sections of the society, 


Each media unit should try to encourage both individual as well as 
collective effort by the handicapped, such as, blind, deaf, dumb and 
Other disabled persons, 


The media units should devise suitable programmes to eradicate social 
evils such as untouchability, narrow parochial attitudes and loyalties, 
inequalities and exploitation, Steps taken by the government in this 
regard should be highlighted.

The call attention motion was brough. by Mr Bhupesh Gupta (CPI) and 
others to focus on the reported crash in the price of raw jute in West 
Bengal. 


the Commerce Minister said efforts were being made to streamline the 
function of the Jute Corporation of India, the Government agency to 
purchase raw jute and eel! it to the mille. The Corporation had not 
been functioning efficiently, he eaid. 


Mr Mukherjee eaid growere were put to difficulty because there was a 
glut in the market and prices were falling. 


Mr Gupta asked the Government to go in for monopoly procurement of jute 
and to raise the minimum statutory price of Re 160 per quintal as it did 
not even cover the grower's cost of production. Pailing monopoly 
procurement, the CPI leader said the JCI be asked to purchase at least 
half ite stocks directly from the growers. 


Mr Mukherjee agreed and said instructions to this effect had already 
been given. 


Taking part in the discussion Mr Kalpnath Rai (Congress-1) demanded the 
nationalisation of the jute industry. 


Mr N P Nanda (Congress) charged that officers of the JCI were in collu- 
sion with the jute magnates. 








Mr Mukherjee said it wae the effort of the Government to see to it that 
jute growers at least got the minimum price laid down, It would help 
in this connection, he said, if the Weat Bengal Government created an 
inatitution to supplement the activities of the JCI, so that purchases 


by middlemen were minimised, 


Mr N P Shahi (Lok Dal) said the Government should purchase the entire 
jute on a monopolistic basis. 


Syed Shahedullah (CPI-M) said if thie wae not possible, then at least 25 
per cent of the total produce should be purchased. 


Mr J P Mathur (BJP) asked if the Government was reducing the export duty 
as reported in a section of the press,

LINGUISTIC MINORITLES OFFICIAL REPORTS TO HOUSE 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 12 Aug 80 p 8 


(Text) The Governmente of Haryana and Punjab are not agreeable to pro- 
viding facilities for inatruction through minority languages in Govern- 
ment echoole in their States, says UNI quoting the 18th report of the 
Deputy Commissioner for Linguistic Minorities in India tabled in the 
Lok Sabha on Monday. 


The report pointe out that the linguistic break-up of population, accord- 
ing to the last census, indicates substantial number of speakers of 
Punjabi (8.4 per cent) in Haryana and of Hindi in Punjab (19.9 per 

cent). There are other linguistic minorities in these States like 
Urdu-speakers in Haryana and Punjab. 


The reports regreta that despite these facts, the Governments of Haryana 
and Punjab claim their States to be unilingual and they persist in 
stating that there is no need for provision of facilities for instruction 
through minority languages in the Government schools in their States 

at the primary stage. [as published] 


The report says that the commissioner's earlier recommendation made in 
ite sixth report that a Presidential directive as envisaged in Article 
350A might be necessary as it still holds good as far as these States 
are concerned. 


It says there have been demands since 1957 by Sourashtram-speakers in 
Tamilnadu, mostly concentrated in the district of Madurai, for provison 
of tacitiities to learn their mother tongue. 


The Sourashtram-speakers have a.ready brought out a few primary text- 
books. The Tamilnadu Government may, with the assistance of Sourashtram- 
speakers, bring out more text-books and provide facilities to learn 
Sourashtram in schools in those areas where such speakers are concen- 
trated.

LABOR MINISTERS CONFERENCE DISCUSSES UNIONS 
Madras THE HINDU in English 21 Jul 80 p 9 
| Text } New Delhi, July 20. 


At the State Labour Ministers’ conference here today it was decided to 
amend the Trade Unions Act to change the minimum qualifying membership 
for registration of a union trom the existing limit of seven workmen to 
10 per cent of the regular employees in the establishment where the 
union functions, subject to a minimum of 10 and a maximum of 100. In 
respect of industrywise unions, the limits will be reckoned with refer- 
ence to the total workforce in the industry. 


A provision will be made in the Act to the effect that unions or asso- 
ciations of persons employed or engaged in agricultural and other rural 
operations would also be entitled to registration and all the provisions 
of the Act would be applicable to these unions. 


A provision will also be made for referring inter-union and intra-union 
disputes either by the union or by the Government to a labour court or 
industrial court for settlement or to any other body set up by the Govern- 
ment. The Act will specify a time limit of 60 days for registration of 
trade unions by the Registrarse of Trade Unions after all the formalities 
have been completed by the unions. 


There was consensus in the conference on the principle of giving legis- 
lative support to the scheme of workers’ participation. It was considered 
essential to make adequate arrangements for educating both workers and 
mana,ement to equip them to play their part adequ telly in the parcipative 
forums. It was generally agreed that selection of workers’ representative 
should be through a secret ballot, while a few States suggested nomination 
by a recognised union. 


The conference condemned growing violence in certain industrial centres 


and decided that this tendency for a few people to hold industries to 
ransom should be curbed. 
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A atanding labour committee would be set up to follow up the decisions, 
‘Undesirable Flementa' 


PTL reports: 


The conference appealed to employees and trade unions to purge their ranks 
of undesirable elements for curbing the incidence of "organised violence." 


Asked how the purging of “undesirable elemente" was proposed to be 
achieved, the Union Labour Secretary, Mr Raghupati, who briefed the 
press, said one of the ways was by amending the Trade Unions Act. 


Mr T. Anjiah, Union Labour Minister, who was also present at the briefing 
defined “undesirable elements" as those who indulged in violence and 

said steps for their purging would be soon discussed with State Labour 
Ministers. 


Mr Raghupati said the Ministers unanimously condemned growing violence 
in industrial centres.

It is possible that it has been taken in anticipation 
of some action one these lines by the Talwandi group's meeting at 
Amritear today. [as published] The idea must be to pre-empt any 
action against Mr Badal's group. On the other hand, the meeting at 
Amritsar was meant to hit at the Badal group. Mr Talwandi must be 
expecting opponents to strike and wanting to be first to strike. 


Though worse situations in the Akali Dal have been overcome with a patch- 
work solution in the name of the Panthic unity in the past, the two 
groups ‘is time seem to have taken a no-return position. The impos- 
sible could happen this time, too, but the leaders on both sides are 
determined to have a decisive round of battle this time. The fact that 
the soft-spoken, mild-mannered Mr Badal has been forced by his supporters 
to take a very tough line is an indication of the hurdles in the way of 
unity. 


The head priest of the Akal Takht has expressed his willingness to 
intervene in the party affairs. Mr Gurcharan Singh Tohra, president of 
the Shiromani Gurdwara Prabandhak Committee, who is a shrewd politician 
and had got the party out of some difficult situations, is abroad. 
Apparently, he has deliverately decided to be out of the picture at this 
juncture. [as published] Efforts to persuade him to return home 
immediately have not succeeded, 


In both Mr Badal's and Mr Talwandi's camps, the initiative has been 
taken over by hard-liners in the party. While Mr Ravinder Singh, 

former Speaker of the Punjab Assembly, who had always advocated a tough 
line ageinst Mr Talwandi, is dominating the scene in Mr Badal's camp, Mr 
Prem Singh Lalpura, another firebrand Akali, is influencing Mr Talwandi's 
group.

FURTHER SPLIT IN AKALI DAL PREDICTED

[Text] The decision to expel Mr Jagdev Singh Talwandi, and the Akali 
Dal president's retaliation by suspending Mr Prakash Singh Badal and 
four other members, brings to an end the uneasy truce imposed last year 
by the five high priests of the Sikh hierarchy. Further compromise 
seems most unlikely; the party will probably split again as it did 

in the 1960s when two former Chief Ministers, Mr Lachman Singh Gill 

and Mr Gurnam Singh, were unable to settle their differences over the 
thorny question of an alliance with the Jana Sangh. The tragedy of the 
repeat performance is that the party did so badly in the recent Lok 
Sabha elections -its representation slashed from nine to one--that 
recovery will be difficult. The Gongress (I), which captured 12 out 

of Punjab's 13 seats, will be the principal beneficiary of Akali 
decline, which points to the possibility that it might have to bear some 
of the responsibility for precipitating the crisis. It is significant, 
for instance, that the simmering quarrel did not come to a head until 
Mr Darbara Singh surprised everyone by suddenly tabling the Gurdey 
Singh Commission's highly damaging interim report against the Union 
Home Minister. Mr Zail Singh cannot have taken kindly to this unfriendly 
act by a Congress (1) Chief Minister; but the curious feature of the 
exercise was that Mr Badal and other Akali MLAs made no effort to capi- 
talize on the disclosures or to press for action on the report, It 
bears remembering in this context that Mr Darbara Singh is thought to 
support Mr Talwandi while the UnjJon Home Minister's sympathies appar- 
ently lie with Mr Harchand Singh Longowal. 


Another curious aspect of the battle is that the final round seems to 
have been fought by proxy. Though he is chairman of the seven-man 
committee set up by the Akali Takht, Mr Longowal was not present at 
Saturday's decisive meeting. Mr Talwandi's two supporters, Mr Jaswinder 
Singh Brar and Mr Prem Singh Lalpura, say they were not invited. The 
validity of a resolution adopted by three out of seven members may be 
open to question; but whatever the legal opinion on a virtually ex 
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parte ruling, the political fact of a division cannot be ignored, The 
Akal Takhet triumvirate, as well as the Shiromani Gurdwara Prabandhak 
Committee president, Mr Gurcharan Singh Tohra, who have not yet 
expressed an opinion on the latest developments, should bear this in 
mind when devising further compromises, as they will probably try to, 
The stated points of dispute are not particularly germane to a4 quarrel 
which has its roots in the traditional rivalry between the Ministerial 
and organizational wings, led in 1978 by Mr Badal and Mr Talwandi, 
Hostilities were continued in opposition, the dispute ostensibly 
revolving round the quality and degree of autonomy that Punjab should 
demand, But this, like earlier arguments over alliances and preserva- 
tion of the Sikh heritage, is only an excuse, Underlying postures on 
both sides of the fence is the more mundane matter of competition for 
office: organizational elections having been postponed from last 
October. The Longowal faction has now scheduled them for August 20; 
and Mr Badal presumably hopes to sweep the board by ejecting Mr 
Talwandi on the eve of voting. The latter's Amritsar meeting was 
probably convened with the same plan in mind. Both groups have now 
dealt pre-emptive blows and will no doubt proceed to elect separate 
sets of office-bearers, each claiming the mantle of legitimacy. Two 
formally constituted Akali Dals may be a regrettable development; but 
even if they are persuaded to remain under the same roof, they will 
probably continue to operate as separate organizations, inimical to 
each other.

in the first place, the Soviet Communist Party did not generally interfere 
in the internal affaires of another Communist Party. Secondly, if it had 
anything to communicate, it would deal directly with the official party 
leaders and not with individuals, Mr Gupta said "Comrade Dange would 

know this.” 


The -°! leader also denied that members of the pro-Dange group were being 
‘cotimised, te said “you can count on your fin, re" the total number of 
disec‘piinary steps taken against the dissidents. It was nothing in a 
party of 450,000 to 500,000 members. Only Mrs Roza Deshpande, Mr Dange's 
daughter, had been expelled and that also after she had resigned and set 
up an All-India Communist Party. 


Mr Gupta said that despite ideological and political differences, the 
two Communist parties were coming closer together. One of the points 
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of ditterence was that while the CPI(M) wanted the Left parties to support 
the strongeat candidate againat the Congress (1) in the last election, 

the CPI had atated that it would not support candidates of either the

Me Atit Panja, president of the West Bengal Pradesh Congress (1), 
alleged that the CPi(M) was bent on fragmenting society--evident from 
che recent Uttarkhaad movement and the developmen:s in Darjeeling, 
Bankura and Purulia. There was an uneasiness a':., people at these 
places Lecause of the “divide-and-rule” poli.y being followed by the 
CPI(M)--as the British did during the pre-independence period. 


Mr Panja said that 130 “political murders” had been committed in West 
Bengal during the last three months. Farmers were being evicted from 
their land, which was being distributed among CPI(M) supporters. 
toll.e had been made inactive in all such cases. 
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"The CPI(M) has become frightened by the agitation", Panja claimed 
that Mr Jyoti Basu had pleaded with Mra Gandhi to ask her party workers 
in Weat Bengal to stop the agitation againat his party. 


Referring to the recent shortage of easential commodities in the State, 
Mr Panja said that it wae mainly due to the “artificial scarcity created 
by the CPI(M)". He said that the Centre's allotment to West Bengal was 
normal, but the commodities were being “diverted to the black=market, 
with the knowledge of the State Government". 


Memorandum 


After the meeting, a delegation led by Mr Panja submitted a memorandum 
to the Governor.

Purely at the party level, the CPI-M leaders have warned its members in 
inner=party circulars that "many undesirable elements" have infiltrated 
gram panchayats under the cover of the party itself as well as through 
ite allies. These elements have to be identified in terms of their con- 
crete work within the panchayats and weeded out, 


For, in analysing the voting pattern in the last Lok Sabha elections, 
the CPI-M has discovered that in many areas where the party organiza- 
tionally was relatively weak, the local panchayats have worked well, the 
left has increased its vote. While in some other regions where tradi- 
tionally the party organization was stronger, with wider influence, but 
where the panchayats have tended to fail in respect of popular expecta- 
tions, the left votes have decreased, 


As a cumulative effect of all these factors, under the instruction of 

the CPI=M State and district committees, party inquiry commissions were 
set up to investigate complaints regarding the functioning of panchayats. 
Simultaneously, the party has issued strict instructions to its cadres 
and supporters within the panchayats, to ensure that all fresh programmes 
and developmental work etc undertaken by their respective bodies are first 
placed and discussed in open public meetings in the area. Their aims, 
estimated expenses, time required to implement them and so on must be 
explained to the people of the area. Subsequently, on the completion of 
the work or when something is subsidized by the panchayat, detailed 
accounts should be publicly placed. 


In the wake of all these measures to turn the Bengal panchayats into 
model rural institutions at the all-India plane, at least for the poorer 
people, the CPI-M has started to drive out many weather cocks from its 
panchayat set-up. It is reported that in the last few months the party 
has expelled or taken other steps against nearly a thousand of its gram 
panchayat members. And the weeding out process is still on, though, 
according to one party leader, the process is complex and the punished 
ones are likely to jump on to the Congress-I bandwagon. But, in the 
event these remedial measures are correctly enforced, the rural poor 
would feel closer to the left than before.

CP-M general secretary E M S Namboodiripad has held out the hope that the 
antagonism between China and the Soviet Union "need not go on to the 
end of time." 


Briefing newsmen on Tuesday after the two-day meeting of the politburo, 
Mr Namboodiripad maintained that already "there are certain good signs,' 
but he refused to discuss them and, instead, asked a counter-question: 
"Do you think that the quarrel (between the Soviet Union and China) 
over Kampuchea and Afghanistan will go on for eternity?" 


Asked if he thought the changes that he expected would come out of the 
contemporary developments inside China, Mr Namboodiripad said he 
would prefer not to enter into that controversy. 


The politburo reviewed world developments, and blamed the US imperial- 
ists for the series of measures that have exacerbated tensions around 
the globe. 


The politburo noted with regret that, instead of seeing through these 
imperialist manoeuvres, the Peking leaders are allowing their hatred 
of the Soviet Union to facilitate the imperialist designs. 


West Asia 


It pointed out that the US refusal to ratify the SALT-II agreement, 
the reversal of the policy of detente, the stationing of new missiles 
in Europe, etc, had led to the accentuation of tensions throughout the 
world. 


Closer to India's own frontiers, they have made a series of moves in the 
Indian Ocean and the Gulf region which would make West Asia a cockpit of 
war. Egged on by them, the Zionist regime has annexed Jerusalem--an act 
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of brazen aggression against the Arab peoples, Even the most notorious 
allies of imperialism among the Arab rulers are unable to defend it. 
The military rulers of Pakistan are aleo made to use their own soil for 
conspiracy against Afghanistan, it said, 





The politburo extended greetings to the democratic forces of Pakistan 
who are under constant attack, and denounced the military dictatorship 
for brutally suppressing every democratic right of the people. 


Ties with CPI 


Asked about relations between the CPI and the CP-M, Mr Namboodiripad 
said: "There are umpteen differences and we are not interested in bring- 
ing them out,...Yet they do not propose to wind up their show. Nor do 
we," 


Questioned about the recent visits of CP-M leaders to the Soviet Union 
and China, Mr Namboodiripad said the unity of the Communist world must 
be maintained. 


Asked if the CP-M could accept and stand that the Soviet Union had 
relations with his party and the CPI, he said the CP-M had absolutely 
no objection and he drew the analogy of the relations between the USSR 
and the two Communist parties in Japan. 


The Politburo took note of the continuing crisis in the North-East, 

and expressed happiness over the steps to hold a dialogue between the 
Government and the agitationists in Assam, It thanked the democratic 
forces for the help extended to the Left Front Government in Tripura. 


The politburo oined its concercern over the Cong-I attempts to make 
political capital out of the situation in the State and to seek imposi- 


tion of President's rule. [as published] It also decried the Cong-I 
‘plot’ to destabilise the Left Governments in West Bengal and Kerala. 


Relations among Communist Parties

Formal t.lks are likely to be held before long between the Communist Party 
of India (marxist) and the Communist Party of the Soviet Union for the 


establishment of mutual ties. 


Similarly, the “PI(M) leadership would also have discussions with the 
Communist Party of China for building bridges between the two parties. 


Disclosing this here today, the CPI(M) general secretary, Mr. E. M. S. 
Namboodiripad, said the recent m_eting between Mr. Jyoti Basu, West 
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Bengal Chief Minister and a member of the Soviet Communist Party's 
Politburo was a preliminary step towards formal talks, 


Likewise, the talks that Mr. Saroj Mukherjee, a member of the CPI(M) 
central committee had with the Chinese communist leaders were also of a 
preliminary nature, Both Mr, Basu and Mr. Mukherjee had reported to the 
CPI(M) politburo on their talks, 


Mr. Namboodiripad pointed out that Mr. Basu had been invited to Moscow 
in his capacity as Chief Minister and Mr, Mukherjee was invited to 
China as an editor, They did not conduct any negotiations on behalf 
of the CPL(M) but only had informal talks, 


Briefing newsmen on the deliberations of the CPI(M) politburo meeting, 
he said the party wanted the unity of the world communist movement, but 
thet did not mean it could not have relations with communist parties at 
loggerheads, 


He emphasised that the Soviet Union had nothing to do with the coming 
closer of the CPI(M) and the CPI, The CPI(M) took orders from none, 
There were, however, still many differences between the CPI(M) and the 
CPL. 


Mr. Namboodiripad said it was not correct that the Soviet Communist 
Party did not have relationships with more than one communist party in 
any country. It did have ties with two communist parties in Japan. 


The politburo which discussed the current national and international 
situations, strongly disapproved the new industrial policy statement of 
the Union Government. This would permit big business to expand its 
field of activity and make a mockery of public control over it. 


It described the refusal of Presidential assent to the Land Reform 
(amendment) Bill passed by the Kerala Assembly as "brazen interference 
with the fights of the State" and an ‘attack on the landless and the 
poor.’ [as published] 


The amendment, it said, was intended to plug loopholes in the existing 
legislation. The politburo called upon all radical parties and mass 
organisations of the peasantry and other working people to protest 
against the Congress (I) Government's stand. 


Charge Against Cong (1) 


The politburo noted with concern that the Congress (1) in West Bengal was 
whipping up an agitation to topple the duly elected Government. In 
Kerala, too, the State unit of the Congress (1) in collaboration with 
RSS, was organising an agitation to topple the Government. 


The Congress (I) Governments, it said, consistently rejected the demand 
for the protection of minority rights in the States ruled by them, "It 
is thus clear that the agitation in Kerala is not in defence of minority 
rights but against the left and democratic Government in the State."

BIHAR CPL TAKES DECISION ON TRIBAL STATES 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 26 Jul 80 p 7 


[Text] The Bihar State Council of the CPI has taken a decision, approved 
by the party's National Council, that one or more separate States may be 
formed with contiguous districts of Bihar where tribals are in a majority. 


But the West Bengal CPI leader, Mr Biswanath Mukherjee, said on Friday 
that not a single district or subdivision of West Bengal adjacent to 
Bihar tribal districts has a tribal majority. The party felt, however, 
that there were legitimate grievances of the tribal people which must 

be immediately removed. Similarly, the party felt that there was no 
ground for forming a separate State in the Darjeeling area with the 
Nepali-speaking people or another State in North Bengal with the Rajban- 
shis who are "100% Bengalis." All these issues were discussed in detail 
at the recently concluded meeting of the party's West Bengal Council. 


The council, it is learnt, also took a number of steps against those who 
opposed the National Council line on Left unity. It formally confirmed 

the expulsion of Mr Malay Bagchi and Mr Benoy Sil from the party by the 

West Dinajpur district council for anti-party activities. 


Earlier, the reconstitution of the party's Durgapur unit had been announced. 
Mr Ram Sen, a supporter of the National Council line has been appointed 
secretary of the Howrah District Council. 


Asked to comment on a report that the party had stopped the wage of some 
"“whole-cimers,'' the State party secretary, Mr Bicwanath Mukherjee, said 
that this was a part of the economy drive launched by the former State 
Council after the 1977 election debacle when the number of party MLAs had 
dropped from 36 to two. It had no political significance. 


The State Council also decided to launch a campaign against high prices 
of essential commodities. It will appeal to the Left parties and other 
democratic organizations to organize a bandh mainly directed against the 
Central Government. 
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SURVEY REVEALS FAILURE IN FAMILY PLANNING AIMS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 11 Aug 80 p 3 


[Text] New Delhi, August 10 (PTI). The demographic objective of reduc- 
ing the birth rate from 35 to 30 per thousand in the country by the 
1978-79 would not be achieved even by 1982-83 due to “nonperformance of 
population programmes" by the Janata and Lok Dal government", an offi- 
cial survey says. 


There wae a considerable drop in the performance of family planning 
methods in 1977, according to the survey. The performance did not imp: »ve 
mich in the subsequent two yeare and it had an adverse effect on reduc- 
ing the birth rate per thousand. 


The estimated annual birth rate at the national level from 1975 to 1978 
per one thousand are: 1975=<35.2, 1976=--34.4, 1977--33.0 and 1978-- 
33.2. The birth rate for 1979 is not yet available. 


The fifth five year plan had adopted the target 30 per thousand by 
1978-79. Ase a result of che “setback” in performance in 1977-78, 

the Janata government shifted the year to 1982-83. However, in view 

of the continued poor performance in 1978-79 and 1979-80, the prospects 
of achieving the objective by 1982-83 are not bright, the survey adds. 


According to another survey, not a single state in the country is offer- 
ing “population education” as a separate school subject. 


All states have attempted to incorporate population education ideas in 
the existing school subjects like social studies, geography, civics, 
general science and life sciences, according to a UNESCO-sponsored 
survey, conducted by the National Council of Educational Research and 
Training (NCERT). 


The survey, called "National baseline survey of population education in 
India,” covered 98 perccent of the student population spread over 17 
state and three Union territories. [as published] It was conducted to 
help in “preparing a national population education project, based on the 
realities as obtained in the states." 
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The national project which was launched in April this year in ten states 
and Union territories of the country, with financial sasiatance from 

the United Nationa Fund for Population Activities (UNFPA), when extended 
to the entire country, will cover 97 million achool children besides 
another 44 million children below 14 years, etill outside the school 
ayatem, 


More Crucial 


Of these, according to the survey, there are 29 million girls who are 
probably “more crucial” than their counterpait namely, 15 million boys. 


Another important aspect is the coverage of as many as 3 million 

teachers who have to play a “pivotal” role in promoting population educa- 
tion ideas and values leading to the acceptance of a emall family norm 
by the new generation, 


By and large, says the survey, population education has found some place 
in state school syllabi. However, the actual quantum of population 
education varies trom state to state. 


The survey has underlined the need to involve state key persons in clari- 
fying and crystallising the concept of population education, its objec- 
tives and contents. 


Development of model inetructional material, particularly audio- 
visual, at the national level for orienting key persons from all over 
the country and some kind of pool or a bank of text book lessons and 
other instructional maerial for the purpose of exchange and adaptation 
has also been recommended.

COMMERCE MINISTER'S INTERVIEW ON INDO-SOVIET TIES 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 13 Aug 80 p 7 


[Text] The month of August holds especial significance 
for the peoples of India and the Soviet Union, for 
those 30 days contain two important anniversaries-- 
that of India's independence and the signing of the 
Treaty of Peace, Friendship and Cooperation between 
the two countries, Therefore, on this occasion, 

SOVIET LAND met Mr Pranab Mukherjee, Union Minister 

of Commerce, and put to him a few questions on the 
growing relationship between the USSR and India. We 
print here the text of the interview. 


In the month of August this year the people of India and the Soviet 
Union are celebrating the 33rd anniversary of India's independence an 
the 9th anniversary of the signing of the Soviet-Indian Treaty of Pe... 
Friendship and Cooperation. Could you please say a few words about the 
significance of these two anniversaries? 


August is a significant month for us Indians. On the midnight of 14-15 
August, 1947, we won our independence after almost 200 years of colonial 
rule. Five years earlier on August 9, 1942, the massive movement-- 

“Quit India"--was launched against the British. And in August 1971] 

we entered into a Treaty of Peace, Friendship and Cooperation with the 
Soviet Unton. This was not merely a friendship treaty between two coun- 
tries. As far as India was concerned, for the first time it had entered 
into a treaty like this, which had its effect in not only developing 
mucual and cordial relations between the two countries, but which enabled 
us to .tand by the liberation struggle of the people of Bangladesh. 


Therefcre, it is only in the fitness of things, that both India and the 
Soviet Union are celebrating the ninth year of Indo-Soviet Treaty of 
Peace, Friendship and Cooperation and the independence of India which 
was won 33 years ago. 


As you know, the Soviet-Indian friendship has most fruitfully covered a 
quarter century in the field of economic cooperation. How do you 
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assess the salient features of thie phenomenon of abiding and expanding 
miltifaceted cooperation between two countries with different social 
syetema’ 


While it i# true that our two countries have different economic and social 
systems, it must, at the same time, be conceded that a mechaniem has been 
found out which enables ua to help each other and allowe our efforte 

to be complimentary. Ae a result, merely 25 years ago, when we initiated 
cooperation between our two countries, it wae limited to some trading 
activities. But in subsequent years this activity of a limited character 
has given way to economic and commercial cooperation in a big way. This 
has helped us to build our industrial base and our technology to such a 
level that we as a developing country can really feel proud of our 
achievements, 


In many areas--even in the area of space technology--we have been helped 
vy our Soviet friends. Our relationship ise really multifaceted: it 

has not only expanded our economic and commercial activities, it has 
also brought us together on many international iesues in various inter- 
national forums. This relationship and cooperation has also provided 
for us a model for our economic planning. Both the Soviet Union and 
India have Five-Year Plans. Moreover, the character of these plans 

have a striking similarity. India has emphasised in its plans like the 
earlier plans of the USSR the need to develop heavy and basic industries 
setting up, thereby, the industrial infrastructure of the country. 


What is your esteemed view of the role of Soviet cooperation in the 
industrialisacion of India in general and in the development of steel 
industry in particular? 


Recently we celebrated in Bhilai and silver jubilee of Indo-Soviet 
cooperation in the field of metallurgy [as published] I was present on 
the occasion along with the Soviet Deputy Prime Minister, Mr Arkhipov, 
and I recall having remarked that Bhilai was a living symbol of Indo- 
Soviet cooperation. In fact, our activities and our cooperation have not 
remained limited to the establishment of one Bhilai: we have expanded 
our relations and the new landmark is the proposal steel plant at 
Visakhapatnan. 


I have already mentioned that in our industrial activities we have been 
assisted in many areas by Soviet technology and this has given us the 
necessary support for building up the country's industrial infrastruc- 
ture and heavy industry base. Therefore, I do feel that Soviet assis- 
tance--technological, financial and otherwise--are vital to our economic 
deve lopment. 


Could you highlight the state and prospects of our trade relations? 


Let me quote two figures which speak for themselves. In 1953 when we 
embarked on our trade relations, the beginning was indeed modest, it

was in the order of Re 13 million, Today, 27 years later, the volume of 
our trade has gone up to Re 20 billion, Therefore, the figures indi- 
cate how rapidly trade hae been growing between our two countries, And 
it not merely a queation of quantitative change, there has been a quali- 
tative change as well, [ase published) If you have a look at the com- 
modities which we had in our trade plana in the initial stages of our 
cooperation, you will find they were mainly primary commodities Like 
jute or tobacco, Today we export to the Soviet Union manufactured goods, 
machine=toole, equipments, componente, etc, Therefore, it te apparent 
to all that our trade has undergone both a quantitative and a qualita- 
tive change, 


The ambitious trade plan that we are chalking up for the coming five 
years, aime to double our presen’ trade volume in the span of the next 
five years. Indeed, the Soviet Union is not only the largest trading 
partner of India, but it has through the years assisted in altering the 
complexion and quality of trade between our two countries.

SOVLETS TO ALD IN MODERNIZATION OF BHILAI 





Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 11 Aug 80 p 6 


[Text] Raipur, August 10; Fourteen experiments are being conducted 
in the rent wings of the Bhilai steel to pave the way for its modernisa- 
tion according to Mr. Sheo Raj Jain, managing director. 


The modernisation programme will be launched after the completion of 
the present expansion scheme under way to increase the rated capacity 
from 2.5 million to four million tonnes. 


Modernisation, with Soviet collaboration, is aimed at reducing the 
quantum of raw material used, increasing productivity and achieving 
greater operational efficiency. The rated capacity is expected to 
further go up to 4.5 million tonnes after modernisation. 


The first units to be brought under expansion are two of the three 
converters, two continuous casting mills and area one of the plate 

mill. Nearly 850,000 cubic feet concreting of the foundations of these 
units out of a total 1,180,000 cubic feet has been completed. Similarly 
out of 128,000 tonnes of structurals needed for these units 120,000 
tonnes of structurals have been completed while structural erection has 
also been completed to the tune of 60,000 tonnes. Work on the second 
oxygen plant and power plant is fast progressing. 


Coal Consumption 


While Rs. 6 crores cold dust injection mechanism is being installed in 
the blast furnace No. 2 bricketing is being done in the open hearth fur- 
nace for reducing coking coal consumption. 


The cold dust injection mechanism would be the first of its kind in 

e country. Expected to be completed by 1982 ic would reduce the con- 
sumption of coking coal by 12 to 15 per cent in rhe blast furnaces. The 
present rate of coal intake is 800 kilograms per tonne of hot metal. 


Bric. -ting in the coke ovens would also reduce the consumption of coal. 
Brickets of non-coking coal woulc be used in the coke overs and, accord- 
ing to the engineers’ estimates, 15 to 20 per cent of coking coal would 
be replaced by non-coking coal.

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NEW DELHI SYMPOSIUM DISCUSSED CHINA POLICY 
Consensus of Meeting 
New Delhi PATROIT in English 10 Aug 80 pp 1, 5 


[Text] The time is not yet ripe to open negotiations with China, but 
it would be expedient to probe its intentions without being stampeded 
into a border setclement that does not take into consideration the 
fluid geopolitical situation in the region, a symposium in New Delhi 
has indicated. 


Organised by the Committee for Democractic Action, the participants in 
the symposium on "Need for a China policy: Dimensions and perspectives" 
were emphatic that the intense power struggle inside China is unlikely 
co produce changes in its foreign policy. 


Expansionism remains a basic tenet as is apparent in the invasion of 
Vietnam, support to the remnants of the Pol Pot clique that has fled 
Kampuchea, its attitude towards the situation in Afghanistan and its 
military alliance with Pakistan. 


Changes that have taken place in China's foreign policy have only been 
for the worse, not better, the participants felt and in the list of 
dangerous developments they mentioned the convergence of Chinese, U.S., 
Japanese and western policies. 


The symposium was presided over by former Foreign Secretary T N 
Kaul. Former ambassador to China K R Narayanan and Director of the 
institute of Defence Studies and Analyser K Subramanian made keynote 
references to China's foreign policy objectives and its military 
capabilities. 


Uther participants included MPs, journalists and scholars. It was con- 
vened by former Uricr Minister K R Ganesh.

bilateral matter is not enough because Pakistan has gifted away 4,000 
eq kms in the Hunga region of occupied Kashmir to China. Are the 
Chinese prepared to return thie area after we have settled the question 
with Pakistan’ 


Regarding the Chinese package deal by which China will relinquish its 
claime in the Eastern region and India must do the same in the west is 
untenable because negotiations cannot be based on their keeping what 
they have acquired by force, the participants pointed out. 


Third Countries 


Chinese policy towarde Burma, Nepal, Bhutan, Bangladesh is important to 
india because India's security ia vitally involved in the security of 
these countries. The claim that China has stopped giving arms insur- 
gente in the north-eastern region is not important because trai: ¢ these 
elements will continue and arms are being sent through third coun. ‘*s. 


The participants made it a point to underscore China's nuclear that before 
anything mean- bility of Pakistan acquiring them. [as published) They 
urged that India muet sesess the nuclear threat from these countries.

Presiding over the symposium on ‘Need for a China policy! Dimensions 
and Perspectives’ Mr Kaul recalled hie negotiations with Chine on the 
Panchehee! agreement and said that when China refused to accept India's 
suggestion that the treaty be effective for 25 years he had conveyed 
his apprehensions to Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru. 


Hie said he had warned Mr Nehru that the Chinese wanted the treaty to 
last only eight years so as to consolidate their position in Tibet and 
then break out, 


Mr Nehru accepted the advice and directed the various ministries to 
initiate action to strengthen India's administrative control along the 
border areas but they pleaded lack of funds and material and manpower. 


Mr Kaul said that in 1957 he had suggested to the Government to effect 
a treaty of friendship and cooperation with the Soviet Union but that 
was not heeded. If that advice was taken the Chinese would have had 
second thoughts about invading India in 1962, 


Analysing the struggle inside China at present he said that it is a 
struggle for leadesship and not basic change will be effected in the 
Maoist foreign policy which will continue, perhaps in a more dangerous 
form. 


He warned that Indo-China is the key to containing China. If China 
gains control of the region the rest of the countries along its periph- 
ery, including India, would be endangered. 


Mr K & Narayanan said that today, a new type of balance has emerged. 
Since the US-China relations came into existence, a new threat has emerged 
and India's relations with China have acquired a new significance. 


The process of detente in the world has reversed mainly because of

FERTILIZER UNITS: WEST ASIA SEEKS AID FROM GOVERNMENT

[Text}] Bombay, July 20 (PTL). Some half a dozen nations in West Asia 
like Algeria, Iraq, Iran, Egypt, etc., have sought India's assistance for 
putting up petrochemical and fertilizer complexes in their respective 
countries, 


The Union Government ia deputing for the first time a group of senior 
engineers and technicians of public sector unite for assisting these 
countries in setting up the unite and for training the plant operators. 


A team of five experts, Mr Dikehit, Mr Sudhir Desai and Mr B. R. Chowd- 
hury, all from Engineers India Led, Mr V. G. Nadkar, Rashtriya Chemicals 
and Fertilizers, Bombay, Mr Trivedi and Mr P Y Desai, both from the ICP, 
will leave for Teheran in the next few days for technical discussions 
with their counterparts for the setting up petrochemical and fertilizer 
plants. They are also scheduled to visit the plant locations and offer 
advice about the suitability or otherwise of the areas. The Indian 
embassy in Teheran will coordinate the efforts while Mr Dikshit will 

be the coordinator of the team. 


Meanwhile, it is learnt that the State organisation for chemical indus- 
tries in Baghdad has invited a delegation of experts from the Rashtriya 
Chemicals and Fertilizers at Trombay for signing an agreement. 





The organisation is seeking technical expertise from the RCF as also 
trained personnel to work as advisors in the field of nitrogen fertilizer 
plants. The Indian team is expected to provide training in the maintenance 
of the plants as well. 


Another inquiry from Sybertra is in respect of a fertilizer complex in 
the State sector in Iraq. This also needs technical assistance from 
India and has invited a team of experts to assist in the operation of the 
plant during the first year of commercial operation after commissioning. 


In the meantime, a 50 odd member technical team from the RCF will proceed 
to Anaba for the commissioning of a fertilizer plant in Algeria which is 
almost ready.

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FORELGN FIRMS FOUND VIOLATING REGULATIONS

[Text] New Delhi, July 22 (UNI): Official inapection of the branches 
and subsidiaries of foreign companies operating in India has revealed 
violatior of a number of provisions of the companies act by them. 


These agencies have been found indulging in financial irregularities. 
Besides, some of them have produced in excess of their licensed capa- 
city and sidestepped provisions of the foreign exchange regulations act 
(FPERA). 


A detailed, official note, for a high-level meeting later this week, on 
Indian branches and subsidiaries of foreign companies says inspection 

has been completed in the case of 28 branches and 37 subsidiaries. This 
inspection, under section 209-A of the companies act, covers the period 
up to April, 1980. 


The latest available figures show the number of branches of foreign com- 
panies in India came down to 358 by 1978-79 from 540 in 1974-75 mainly 
because of operation of FERA from January 1, 1974. During this period, 
213 companies closed down their branches, while 31 new companies entered 
the field. 


Of the 358 branches of the foreign companies in 1978-79, b~-itain-based 
companies topped the list with 189, followed by U.S. (64), and Japan 
(17). Branches of foreign companies from other countries numbered below 
six. 


Although the number of branches of foreign companies has recorded a 
steady decline since 1973-74, their assets have increased appreciably 
in value, 


Assets of 434 branches were worth Rs 1,790.4 crores in 1973-74 but by 
1978-79 the combined asset value rose to Rs 2,401.4 crores although the 
latter figure pertains to only 288 branches. 
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A atudy of the profitability of these branches of foreign companies has 
shown 4 sharp decline in their profite before tax at 15.9 erores in 
1978-/9 in respect of available data of 141 branches out of the existing 
58, Such profite in 1977-78 have been placed at Re 50.1 crores for 

1/7 branches out of operating 473, 


tranches of foreign companies engaged in tea plantation and drug and 
pharmaceutical industries earned much higher profite than the average for 
all the branches, 


The number of subsidiaries elided down to 125 in the 1978-79 from 1866 in 
1973-74, but their asset value increased to Re 1,706.6 crores from 
Re 1,363.7 crores during this period, 


These subsidiaries have also increased their profits over the years 
although they have continued to decline in number. Profite before tax 
touched the peak at Re 256.5 crores in 1978-79--the figure pertains to 
only 113 out of 125 operating subsidiaries. 


Regarding net inflow of foreign exchange on account of these subsidiaries, 
the official note saya there has been net foreign exchange inflow of 

Re 76.3 crores in 1976-77 in respect of 119 subsidiaries and Re 62.3 in 
1977-78 for 115 subsidiaries.

Vast country like India with a lot of remote and inaccessible areas where 
communic .ion facilities are non-existent, where the extreme poverty is 
only matched by rank illiteracy and ite natural resources are largely un- 
explored, the importance and advantages of space technologies cannot be 
overemphasiaed, 


Gigantic job 


However, it is a gigantic job, and it may take a few more years to acquire 
the necessary capability to tackle all the problems. The country's imme- 
diate space plans, therefore, envisage a two-pronged approach: while wait- 
ing to develop our own knowhow and build up infrastructure facilities, we 
will buy two multipurpose satellites (INSAT) from the U.S. to meet our 
current needs as well as to provide ourselves with the much-needed prac- 
tical experience in handling such sophisticated craft, 


Fortunately the country already has fairly large infrastructure facilities 
in the various space technologies; so the next step is not unduly diffi- 
cult. In areas where the country is deficient as in special alloys and 
certain metals it is rapidly remedying it. Even for the development of 
SLV-3, the country had depended on its own resources to a great extent. 
Only 15 per cent of its components were bought abroad. it is heartening 

to note that 46 major industries and institutions in the country had con- 
tributed to the fabrication of SLV-3. 


ISRO's main concern now is to develop bigger boosters to hurl larger pay- 
loads into the earth orbit. That requires more powerful rocket engines 
and this is not possible without fluid propellants to power them. Apart 
from the fact that fluid propellants pack much more energy than solid 
fuels weight for weight, fluid fuels allow for greater flexibility in 
their use. For instance, a solid fuel rocket Like SLV-3 cannot be scaled 
up much without encountering major operational problems. Aware of these 
difficulties [SRO had been working on a fluid fuel engine for some time. 
Such an engine with a three-tonre thrust has been developed and tested 
recently. The department of space is about to set up now a huge propul- 
sion and astronautics complex for developing and testing larger fluid 
fuel engines and advanced launch vehicles. Simultaneously, it is also 
contemplating the setting up of a second rocket launch complex on the 
east coast. 


There is an important aspect to the big stride we are making in rocket 
technology. This is its immense defence potential. Though Prof Dhawan 
has been playing down this feature, it is obvious enough for anybody to 
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see, The rule of thumb ta that if a country can put 4 satellite in 
heareearth orbit, it has intermediate range ballistic missile (1RBM) 
capability. If, on the other hand, it can place a satellite in the 
asynchronous orbit about 36,000 km, above earth, it haa intercontinental 
balliatic missile (ICBM) status. The time-differential between these 
two capabilities today is lesa than a decade. ‘So without the tear of 
contradiction it can be said that ISRO ia growing a potentially strong 
tooth for the country's defence,

FURTHER DETAILS ON ROHINI LAUNCH, ORBIT REPORTED 
Likely 9=Month Orbit 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 21 Jul 80 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Madras, July 20 (UNI). The Rohini satellite, RS-1, designed to 
orbit the earth for about 100 days, may actually stay up for at least 
nine months, according to current indications. 


The increased longevity of the satellite, which was launched from the Sri- 
harikota range (Shar) in the second experiment flight of SLV-3 on Friday, 
is the result of its achieving a higher orbit than planned. 


The project envisaged the placement of the satellite in an elliptical 
orbit with a maximum distance (apogee) of 472 km and a minimum distance 
(perigee) of 276 km. After analysing the telemetry data received from 
the various ground stations, the Indian space research organisation (ISRO) 
has now established that Rohini is orbiting with an apogee of 950 km and 
a perigee of 325 km. 


The achievement of a higher orbit shows that the satellite was injected 
at a higher speed than the 7.5 km per second planned for the fourth stage 
of SLV-3. 


The variation in the distance between the earth and the satellite has led 
to a variation in the duration of one orbit. While Rohini was to have 
made one orbit of the earth every 92 minutes, it actually takes minutes 
at present. 


Being in a higher orbit, the process of slowing down and Rohini's ulti- 
mate re-entry into the earth's atmosphere will be delayed. 


Apart from the ISRO's tracking stations at Shar, Thumba (Trivandrum), 
Ahmedabad and Car Nicobar, the satellite centre, Bangalore, and the 
newly established tracking station on the Fiji Islands have participated 
in the tracking of Rohini. 








Orbit Perlod 


lhe Fiji station has been set up in preparation for the Arianne passenger 
payload experiment (APPLE) project, which envisages the orbiting of an 
Indian communications satellite with the help of the European space agency. 


Sriharikota (UNI): Another teat flight of the satellite launch vehicle 
SLV=3 is planned in November this year, according to ISRO sources here, 


The SLV=3 project, as originally conceived, provided for three experi- 
mental flights. The first of these, held on August 10 last year, failed 
to orbit the technological payload. The second flight on Friday resulted 
in the placement of Rohini in a near-earth orbit. 


A acheme for tabrication of launch vehicles with greater capacity was ready 
and would be taken up after the completion of the SL'-3 project, they 
added. 


Trivandrum (UNI): The Vikram Sarabhai space centre (VSSC), Thumba, 
tracked Rohini in its 36th orbit on Sunday evening. 


A VSSC spokesman said very clear signals were received from the satellite 
for a little over eight minutes. 


Scientists More Confident

[Text] Bangalore, July 20 (PTI). The successful launching of SLV-3 which 
put the 35-kg Rohini satellite into earth orbit last Friday has given "some 
more confidence” to ISRO scientists in the launching of Ariane passenger 
payload experiment (APPLE), India's first experimental communications 
satellite, scheduled to be launched this year-end. 


Prof. U. R. Rao, director of the Indian Space Research Organisation (1SR0) 
satellite project, PEENYA, near here told PTI in an interview today that 
the "Apogee boost motor" which formed the fourth stage of SLV-3, was going 
into the APPLE. The Apogee boost motor among others was indigenously 
developed by ISRO scientists. 


Prof Rao was of the view that the life of the Rohini satellite-1l now orbit- 
ing the earth once in 90 minutes would exceed the estimated 100 days. 

The exact life span of the satellite would be determined in the next few 
days by computer after analysing the data received so far. 


3) Orbits Completed 


Prof Rao said the satellite had completed more than 30 orbits today and 

it would take a few more days to analyse the data received fromit to arrive 
at the exact parameter of the sateliite. At present the Perigee was 300 
km. and Apogee about 600 km. 
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The satellite was being cracked by the ground stations at Sriharikota, 
lrivandrum aud Car Nicobar, 


Prof Rao said the third experimental launching of SLV-3 would take place 
either by the end of thds year or early next year, The payload for the 
next SLV-3 would be decided shortly. 


The launching of SLV-3 was a “good achievement," Prof Rao, who returned 
from Sriharikota along with Prof S. Dhawan, chairman of the space com- 
mission, by car yesterday, said and added "we are quite happy and satis- 
fied," 


Prof Rao said the "APPLE" was now ready to be airlifted to Toulouse in 
France some time in the middle of next month. 


At Toulouse, the place where airbuses are also built, the APPLE would 
undergo "acceptance’ test along with two other payloads slotted to make 
up Ariane's third development flight (LO-3), before finally journeying to 
Kourou in French Guiana for the lift off atop the Ariane launch vehicle 
of the European space agency. 


Dr R. M. Vasagam, APPLE project director, said the APPLE was currently 
kept in the dynamic storage and “exercised daily." 


Major Step 


Dr Vasagam said the APPLE which would operate inthe geostationary orbit 
would have the capability to transfer itself to geostationary orbit from 
a parking orbit where it would be placed by the Ariane launch vehicle. 


The project is a major step towards using the latest technology of modu- 
lar spacecraft structure with three-axis body stabilisation. 


The APPLE was scheduled to be airlifted on July 5 but because of "some 
trouble in Ariane's second development flight" recently, the launching of 
Ariane's third developmental flight was slightly postponed. The European 
space agency is currently trying to locate the causes for the set-back in 
the second developmental flight. 


India's first earth observation satellite, 'Bhaskara’’ has photographed 
the entire country more than twice and sent about 400 "good photographs" 
of the natural wealth, Prof U. R. Rao, director, ISRO satellite project, 
disclosed here today. 


Prof Rao told PTI in an interview that one of the television cameras 
aboard the satellite, which started clicking on May 16 this year, after 
remaining dormant for a year, was now sending daily ten pictures each 
covering about 90,000 sq. km. area. 
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He said the pictures were taken by the satellite camera from a height of 
550 km, Tne pictures would provide information relating to forestry, snow 
cover, water bodies and the like which would be useful to geologists, 
meteorologists and others.

COUNTRY SUCCEEDS IN PRODUCING PROPELLANTS

[Text] Sriharikota, July 19.--The development and manufacture of propel- 
lante, solid for the main rocket engines and liquid for small control 
rockets, represented a particularly creditable accomplishment. Fuel 
efficiency of the propellants is comparable to the best developed anywhere 
in the world and the same would suffice for much bigger versions of SLV-3. 


When a team of French scientists visited LSRO establishments at Thumba, 
they felt it would take India at least 10 years to develop propellants. 
The team quoted Re 1 crore for the transfer of propellant technology. Not 
only had our scientists developed the technology indigenously at a much 
lesser cost in two years of the assessment of the French team, but put up 
one of the Largest propellant plants in the world at the Sriharikota 
complex. 


More experience in satellite telecommunications would be gained from APPLE 
(Ariane Passenger Payload Experiment), a 600-kg Indian-made communications 
satellite which would be placed in geosynchronous orbit by the Ariane 
launcher of the European Space Agency. Built at the Ahmedabad Centre of 
ISRO, some important sub-systems are being developed at the Thumba estab- 
lishment. The satellite centre in Bangalore is in charge of fabricating 
the spacecraft, due to be launched next year. Mr Dhawan said India had 
set up a station in Fiji islands for the APPLE project. 


India's journey into space had not been smooth. "Beginner's luck" 

eluded our scientists. Aryabhatta, the first Indian satellite launched 
from the Soviet Union, developed trouble in its power system. Bhaskara, 
the second satellite, which was also launched from the Soviet Union, found 
its TV system on board not functioning properly. And the first experimen- 
tal launching of SLV-3 turned out to be, in the words of Dr Dhawan, 
“partially unsuccessful." 


With yesterday's successful launching, India is poised for the harnessing 
of space technology to such diverse uses as domestic telecommunications, 
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radio and television broadcasts, mineral exploration, meteorology, 
atudy of land use, maritime communications, hydrological mapping, 
evaluation of forest resources, crop foreate and monsoon studies, 


The military potential of the space programme cannot be dismissed 
lightly. Although Mr Dhawan did not want to be drawn into the subject, 
yeaterday'sa launch had established India's capacity to deliver an inter- 
mediate range balliatic missile, 


When Dr Werner von Braun, father of America's Saturn five rocket, 

visited India in 1973 as the representative of an American aerospace 
company, he told ISRO scientists that they were off the track in their 
efforts to develop an indigenous launch vehicle. He told them that even 
for an economically and technologically advanced country like the USA, 

it was too expensive to put a single satellite with an independent 
launcher. Further, he pointed out that the Indian space programme lacked 
the necessary industrial and military infrastructure to back it up on a 
long-range basis. It is just as well our scientists ignored his "expert" 
advice. 


In terms of the other members of the space club, India's first satellite 
in space is no mean achievement. America's first satellite, Explorer, 
weighed only eight kg, and Japan's Osumi 24 kg. The one launched by 
France was 42 kg, slightly heavier than Rohini l. The first Soviet satel- 
lite, Spuntnik 1, weighed 84 kg. The distinction of firing the heaviest 
first satellite, however, goes to China, who put a 173 kg paylaod in 
orbit. 


Realization of yesterday's SLV-3 experimental flight was the result of 
research and developmental efforts involving several branches of tech- 
nology, engineering and science. While the major design, development, 
fabrication and test programmes were carried out at the Vikram Sarabhai 
Space Centre at Thumba, 46 major work centres spread all over the coun- 
try, including a number of national research and educational institutions 
and industries, had participated in the programme. 
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ACCENT ON ALR DEFENSE IS IN MODERNIZATION

Maintaining its high operation standard and excellent record of effi- 
ciency, the Indian Air Force has continued to rise in stature. Ever 
ready to meet new challenges and to keep pace with the geopolitical and 
technological developments, the IAF has been constantly reviewing its 
capabilities and modernising the aircraft, equipment and weapon systems 
and improving and intensifying the training of officers and men. 


India's geopolitical situation is such that tensions at the global 
level impinge on the defence and security environment of the country 
and call for appropriate defence preparedness on our part all the time. 
This requires careful, imaginative and long term perspective planning 

in regard to the country's defence industrial sector with proper balance 
between manpower, equipment and facilities for the most cost-effective 
defence management. Towards this end the accent is on replacement and 
modernisation. 


The Union Government has constituted many committees to ensure that 
defence planning efforts are dovetailed with the national development 
plan but with this difference that the defence planning should be on a 
long-term perspective of 15 to 20 years. This takes into account the 
time needed for development trials, establishment of capacity and then 
an economic production run. 


When Air Marshal B. W. Chauhan, Air Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Train- 
ing Command was in Madras recently he emphasised that the IAF's expan- 
sion plans did not envisage any enlargement of the existing training 
establishments due to paucity of funds. At the same time, IAF was 
going ahead with inducting a very large number of trainees through run- 
ning many additional courses. These recruits would, in due course, pro- 
vide the ‘technical sinews' of the IAF. 


The IAF, conscious of the urgent need to replace the ageing fleet of 
Dakota and Packet Aircraft has selected a particular aircraft. Part 
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ef the requirement will be met by import and the remaining by indig- 
enous effort through collaboration, 


In the case of attack combat aircraft, the LAF has gone in for the 
British Jaguar to be used as a Deep Penetration Strike Aircraft (DPSA). 
The first squadron of Jaguars has arrived in the country and officers 
and men have already started operational training on the aircraft, 

The higher echelons in the IAF are fully convinced that the Government 
of India should not put all their eggs in one basket, since total 
dependes-e on equipment, supplies and spares on one country had let 
down India in the past, While conceding that standardisation of air- 
craft is an essential ingredient to cut down high inventory, they argue 
that a little diversification in the present stage of the country's 
development of defence production potential cannot be helped. They 
point out that the technical knowledge that will be acquired, through 
handling various types of equipment, will etand the men in good stead 
later on, 


Recently the LAF has set up the Air Defence Ground Environment System 
(ADGES), which is a network of high power static and mobile radars and 

an integrated communication system using ‘troposcatter line of sight 
links’, which interconnect all the vital formations responsible for 

air defence. The ADGES Plan as formulated for the IAF, is being imple- 
mented by the Radar and Communication Project Organisation (RCPO) 

staffed by highly qualified engineers/technicians, who have gained unique 
system engineering expertise in planning, analysis, installation, testing, 
commissioning of mechanical, electrical and electronic systems required 
under the Plan. 


The IAF is currently engaged in equipping eelected airfields with Ground 
Control Approach Systems. Within a short span of less than thee years, 
six indigenously built GCA Systems have been made operational, and these 
have enhanced the flight safety and operational capability of the Air 
Force. 


Apart from all these, it is most important to ensure that the men behind 
the machines understood their jobs well. According to Air Marshal 
Chauhan, the IAF has to handle several types of specialist equipment, 
like for instance vehicles, which are not being made within the country. 
The import of these machines at enormous cost, has «ist a heavy respon- 
sibili:y on the Training Command to ensure that ‘ se machines should 
be psoperly maintained to increase their longoviiy. Further, the vehi- 
cles tiat have been imported from countries like the Soviet Union have 
manuals for maintenance, written in Russian language, which have to be 
translated. This again requires a high degree of knowledge and compe- 
tence. 


Air Marshal Chauhan says that there is a manpower shortage in the IAF.

[t is not known whether a contract has been signed between Pakistan and 
the French manufacturers, Dassault-Breguet, but according to the latest 
information negotiations are at an advanced stage regarding the price 
and delivery schedule of the aircraft. 


The addition of two squadrons of Mirage-2000s to the Pakistani air force 
will be "a formidable factor it upgrading the interception and strike 
capability of the PAF," according to military experts. 


The Mirage-2000 can exceed a speed of Mach 2.2 at 60,000 feet. The com- 
bat capability of the Mirage F-1, an immediate successor of the Mirage- 
Jill, which Pakistan already has, is also widely exceeded by the new 
Mirage-2000. 


The Mirage-2000 can carry two super Matra-530 missiles and infrared 
Magic missile: for dogfights and close combat. With the Matra-530s 
the Mirage-2000 can intercept and destroy March 3 class introducers 
and for battlefield air coverage missions its endurance will be 30 
per cent more than the Mirage-III. [as published] 


in che context of persistent reports about Pakistan's plans to explode 

‘ nuclear bomb, military experts interpret the vrakistani intention to go 
in for the Mirage-2000 as "a grand plan to acquire the capability for a 
weapons delivery system." The Mirage-2000 is capable of delivering a 
tactical nuclear weapon. 


Meanwhile, deliveries of 32 Mirage-IIIs ordered for the Pakistani air 


force in 1978 are about to begin. France has also offered to Pakistan 
another syuadron of Mirages, thus raising the number of new Mirages to 50. 
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This will bring the total procurement of Mirage-Ille and Mirage=5e by the 
Pakistani air force since 1969 to 114 aircraft. This will also permit 
the Pakistani air force to phase out the Chean-6B in (MiG-198) acquired 
from China, The $330 million deal for acquiring 32 Mirages was financed 
by a West Asian country. 


Pakistan has already introduced sophisticated military technology in the 
region by acquiring the Mirage-I[IIs, which can be classed as deep penetra- 
tion strike aircraft, which have an inflight refuelling system, The 
Jaguar aircraft that India has acquired from Britain does not have this 
system, 


Pakistan already has 69 Mirages which carry thrice the bomb load and have 
twice the range of any aircraft in the Indian air force inventory. This 
evidently means that Pakistani Mirages can intrude twice as far with 
thrice the weapon-load. 


The Mirage-2000 will give to Pakistan an enhanced interception capability, 
which no country in the region has. 


Military experts say India should also start a serious exercise to up- 
grade its air force. The MiG-21 Bis with the IAF is a very good air- 
craft but does not have the range to escort Indian aircraft in the deep 
penetration strike role. 


Considering price and availability, the immediate alternative for the IAF 
is the MiG-23MF interceptor version, but the Indian air force may go in 
for the MiG-23 BN ground attack version. 


If the IAF does not go in for the MiG-23MF type, then the only alterna- 
tive will be to acquire the Mirage-2000 since the Americans will not pre- 
fer to give the F-15 Eagle to India and the Tornado is going to NATO and 
will pose difficulties.

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ANTI=<NAXALITE CAMPAIGN IN TAMIL NADU INEFFECTIVE

Despite vigorous counter-measures launched by the police, extremist 
violence in certain backward pockets of Tamil Nadu has cont inued 
unabated and claimed 11 lives since the beginning of this year. 


Reported killing attributed to Naxalite groupe suggest that the major 
scene of activities has eh'fted from Dharmapuri, once the worst-hit 
district, to adjoining North Arcot. 


Ten of the 11 aleged Naxalite murders of the year were reported from 
North Arcot district. [as published) These include three police per- 
sonnel killed on August 6 at Tirupattur when a bomb exploded in 4 car 
in which some arrested Naxalites were being taken to jail. Three 
Naxalites aleo died in the explosion. 


The Tirupattur blast occurred less than a fortnight after the Tamil 
Nadu government, in an official review circulated among members of the 
state asrembly, conceded that extremist violence was “showing signe of 
escalation”. The review revealed a proposal to strengthen police sta- 
tions in the Dharmapuri and North Arcot districts. 


A compilation of reported incidents of Naxalite violence shows that as 
many as 17 persons were killed in the last 20 months. A vigorous anti- 
Naxalite campaign was launched by the police a year ago. Following the 
setting up of a task force based at Mathur in Dharmapuri district as 
part of the campaign, intensive combing operations have been carried 
out in villages suspected to be extremists’ haunts. 


Public official claims about the strength of the Naxalites are at vari- 
ance with estimates given by reliable unofficial sources, According to 
the officials, the hard-core elements number not more than half a 
dozen. Unofficial sources, howev.r, say that the Naxalite groups have 
a cadre strength of about 800. 
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The year-long campaign has not resulted in the capture of any Naxalite 
leader of consequence go far, The Tirupattur blast ie said to be the 

work of a top Naxalite named Sivalingam. According to the police, he 

was among the arrested Naxalites in the vehicle but eacaped following 

the explosion, 


The official version of the Tirupattur incident indicates that the 
extremists have improved their bomb-making know-how, Until now they 
were using emall crude bombs and these not unoften failed to explode. 
In the early seventies, when Naxalite activity in the state was in ite 
infancy, 4 brilliant young engineering student wae killed in an explo- 
sion while engaged in bomb-making. 


While Naxalite in Dharmapuri increased, the police took the initiative 
to launch the "“makkal nala urumai kaghagam" (people's welfare organi- 
sation), headed by Vellai Gounder, a landowner, It was to capture 
Naxalites and hand them over to the police or at least report their 
movements to the police. Vellai Gounder met with a violent end at 
Bargur village on May 19, 


The resulte of the police efforte to form popular committees in Tirupattur 
in North Arcot district have aleo not been very encouraging. 


Chief Minister, M. G. Ramachandran has sought the cooperation of all 
political parties in eliminating conditions that promote extremist 
violence. However, no precise political or economic measures to achieve 
thie end have been spelt out. 
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TAMIL NADU NAXALITE MOVEMENT REPORTED GROWING 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 15 Aug 80 p 9

The police and politicians once believed that no kind of extremism, much 
less the Naxalite creed of violence, would ever seriously trouble Tamil 
Nadu which is a state steeped in religious belief and organised in 
viable village communities. 


But times have changed. Tamil Nadu has to reckon with the fact of a 
growing Naxalite movement whose factional colour is yet undetermined. 


The incident on August 6, near Tirupattur, in North Arcot district, 
focussed attention on the growing violence in the state in general and 
Naxalite activity in particular. There are conflicting reports of the 
bombing incident in which a police inspector and two policemen and three 
others, described by the police as Naxalites, were killed. 


According to the government version (based naturally on police reports), 
inspector Palaniswamy and five policemen, including a driver, went to 
the Elagiri Hille to arrest Perumal, the main accused in the murder of 

a landlord of Kadirampatti village. The police party encountered 
Perumal and four others--Sivalingam, Rajappa, Selvam and Chinnathampi-- 
of all of whom were “wanted” in several other cases. The police seized 
knives and other arms from them, bundled them into their Ambassador 

car and rushed to the Tirupattur police station as it grew dark. In 
their hurry, the police did not search the person of Sivalingam, who 
manage. to conceal a bomb. He exploded it in the car. When the driver 
stopped the vehicle, he made good his escape, as also Chinnathampi. Two 
policemen and Selvam were killed by the blast. The inspector died 

while being taken to the Vellore hospital. Perumal and Rajappa were 
caught while trying to escape and taken to the Tirupattur hospital where 
Perumal was pronounced dead. Rajappa died soon after admission. 
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Many Contradictions 


The story briatlea with contradictions, How can an Ambassador car accom- 
modate 11 adults (eight of them squeezed in the rear seat and the leg 
space), Were the police ignorant of the identity of Sivalingam, a top 
leader of the Naxalite movement in North Arcot? 


Sivalingam, a former employee of the railway diemiseed from service, 
is believed to have attended the 1974 Hooghly convention of the Naxalite 
movement led by Kanu Sanyal, leader of the Lin Piao faction. 


A different version of the incident has been pieced together by two 
reporters of a city daily after interviewing people on the spot. Accord- 
ing to this, Sivalingam and Chinnathampi were nowhere in the picture. 
The police party arrested one Naxalite (apparently Perumal) and two 
others, who had given shelter to him. These three were shoved into the 
leg space with their hands tied behind and three policemen sitting on 
the rear seat had their feet securely planted on the prisoners. The 
bomb might have been seized from them or from somebody else and kept 

as evidence by the inspector, who sat on the extreme left of the front 
seat with another policeman between him and the driver. The bomb could 
have gone off accidentally. Published photographs of the car shows a 
gaping hole in the extreme left of the back rest. [as published) The 
inspector, the policeman by his side, Selvam, who was cooped up in 

the leg space immediately behind, and the policeman sitting over him, all 
received fatal injuries. Perumal and Rajappa were taken to the 
Tirupattur hospital hours after the incident, dead or almost dead, 
presumably after interrogation involving the third degree. The Tamil 
Nadu police have hotly denied this story. 


Manhunt Launched 


A veritable manhunt is now on in North Arcot and Dharmapuri districts to 
flush out the Sivalingam faction which is allegedly responsible for seven 
murders and a number of dacoities beginning in February, 1976. The 
neighbouring states of Andhra Pradesh and Kannataka have been alerted as 
the police suspect that Sivalingam and Chinnathampi may have sought 
refuge there. 


The police seem to have come up against a wall of silence, despite a 
prize of Ks. 10,000 each for the capture of eight Naxalites. None has 
dared even to give a clue to the whereabouts of the wanted man on the 
telephone and claim the prize money even though the police have pledged 
to keep the identity of any informer a secret. The police theorise that 
either the villagers are in sympathy with the Naxalites or so scared of 
them that they prefer to keep mun. 


Very little information is forthcoming from the official side on the 
depth and doings of the Naxalite movement in Tamil Nadu. But bits 
gathered from several sources give a hazy but composite picture. 
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Three months ago, 4 village mirasdar belonging to the DMK, his wife, 

and their two children were done to death as they slept in their house, 
Earlier, a self-atyled convener of an anti-Naxalite people's committee 
fell victim to a bomb attack, Last year, an MLA belonging to the ALADMK, 
Mr, Anbaghagan, wae severely injured in a knife attack, He survived to 
get re-elected in the May assembly election, All these incidents took 
place in the Tirupattur area of North Arcot district, 


In Dharmapuri district, the brunt of the Naxalite onslaught was borne 
by the CPI, The local leader of the CPI was pulled out of a bus in 
which he was travelling and done to death, Regular gang warfare was 
reported from time to time from this district and at least three 
Naxalites were killed in the last one year. 


The Naxalite movement in Tamil Nadu was coterminous with ite birth in 
Bengal. In 1968, Mr. Kaliaperumal, a school teacher, Mr. Appu, 4 mem- 
ber of the CPM, and Mr. A. M. Kothandaraman, an advocate from North 
Arcot, represented Tamil Nadu extremists at a secret conclave of the 
CPI-ML party founded by Charu Magumdar at Calcutta. 


Mr. Appu was believed to have been killed in an encounter with the police. 
A judicial inquiry completed two years ago exonerated the police of 
responsibility for the disappearance of Mr. Appu. Mr. Kaliaperumal is 
undergoing life imprisonment in Vellore jail for dacoity and murder. 

His two sons are also in jail. Recently, reports leaked into newspapers 
about this Naxalite leader going on a hunger-strike in protest against 
"inhuman treatment" in the jail. Mr. Kaliaperumal and seven other 
Naxalite prisoners reportedly attempted a jail-break in June last year 
and were sentenced to a further term of imprisonment on that score. 

Mr. Kothandaraman, reputedly the theoretician leaning towards the Nagi 
Reddy faction in the Marxist-Leninist Party, is now a free man. 


Released from jail two years ago, Mr. Kothandaraman is the editor of the 
official Marxist-Leninist Party Tamil monthly, "Samaran” (meaning 
“warrior"), published from Madras. A recent article in "Samaran” says: 
"The whole election in India is a holy fraud jointly hatched by classical 
capitalism (U.S.A.) and social imperialism (Soviet Union). Boycott 
elections." 


Strength Not Known 


The strength of the Naxalite movement in Tamil Nadu is not precisely 
known. A rough official estimate some time ago placed the figure around 
2,000, the concentration being in Dharmapuri and North Arcot districts. 
It is noteworthy that both these districts have long ranges of hilly 
tract and scrub jungle, affording a certain amount of protection and 
cover. In the latter part of the 60s western Coimbatore was a scene of 
Naxalite activity but this area how now become less prone to extremism. 
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The socto-economic background of the Naxaliter would generally appear to 
confirm to the classical Naxalbari tradition. In Tamil Nadu, however, 
the majority of the Naxalites have been drawn from the working clase, 
Lately some educated unemployed youth have been converted to the 
Marxiat-Leniniat faith, Unlike in neighbouring Andhra Pradesh, the 
presence of highly educated youth in the movement isa ineignificant. 


The tactical Line of the Naxalites ise to garner sympathy from the poorest 
sections of the people, especially the Harijane. For example, Sivalingam 
wae believed to have been given sanctuary and protection in "cheris" 
(ghettos of Harijane). Large-scale police operations in Harijan 
colonies would set off political repercussions. This seems to be an 
inhibiting factor ae far as the police are concerned, 


No political party or leader in the estate ie willing to condemn the 
Naxalite violence out of hand as was done in the early days of the 
Naxalite movement. The protest is rather muted and is confined to 
deploring the "wrong means” of violence adopted to secure the noble ends 
of equality and social justice.

SINGH INTRODUCES BILL TO TOUGHEN RAPE PENALTIES 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 13 Aug 80 p 1 
[Text] New Delhi, August 12 (UNI). 


A minimum imprisonment of seven years and a maximum punishment of life 
imprisonment has been proposed in the new bill introduced in the Lok 
Sabha today by the home minister, Mr. Zail Singh, for rape. 


In the case of a police official indulging in this offence, the minimum 
punishment will be ten years’ imprisonment. 


In both cases, the punishment can be ten years’ imprisonment with fine. 


Entitled the criminal law amendment bill, it also seeks to amend the 
Indian evidence act to the effect that when a woman victim deposes 
that she has not given consent, the court shall presume that she has 
not given it. 


The bill also stipulates that any public servant o. superintendent of 
jail or manager of hospital seducing a woman in a manner not amounting 
to rape will be punished with imprisonment of five years and fine. 


Law Panel Report 


In his statement of objects and reasons, the home minister referred to 
the pressing demands inside and outside Parliament for the amendment 
of the law relating to rape so that it became more difficult for the 
offenders to escape conviction and severe penaltics were imposed on 
those convicted, The law commission, which was asked to study the 
subjec. had also made recommendations for changes in the penal code, 
the code of criminal procedure and the Indian evidence act in its 84th 
report. 


He said that the recommendations of the law commission had been examined 
in consultation with the state governments. 








In the light of these consultations, he said that {t was proposed to make 
suitable changes in the IPC, the Cr, P.C. and the evidence act. 


Mr. Zail Singh said that the bill proposed to achieve the following 
objectives: 


(1) the law would be made more stringent without jeopardising a fair 
trial, 


(2) the definition of rape would be amended to remove certain loopholes 
and inadequacies and to ensure that consent would be vitiated unless 
it was re@Vand given out of free choice, 


(3) minimum punishment for rape would be prescribed, 


(4) the prosecutrix would be protected from the glare of embarrassing 
publicity during the investigatory as well as trial stages and any 
information leading to the identification of the victim would not be 
disclosed, 


(5) in the case of rape by a police officer or by a group of persons or 
by a person having a custodial control by virtue of his special posi- 
tion over the victim, once it was proved that sexual intercourse had 
taken place, the onus would be on the accused to prove that the inter- 
course was with the consent of the woman.

DACCA MIZO NATIONAL FRONT TRAIN REBELS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 21 Jul 80 p 7 


[Text] Agartala, July 20 (PTI). Both Bangladesh and the outlawed Mizo 
National Front are providing arms training facilities to the guerillas 
of Tripura Upajati Juba Samity (TUJS), who spearheaded the June riots 
in the State. 


According to a top source here, so far 50 TUJS volunteers, belonging 
to the Tripura National Volunteer Force (TNVF), have been given training 
by Bangladesh. All of them have returned to Tripura since then. 


The link of the TNVF with Mizo National Front was established recently 
when a letter was intercepted by the State police intelligence. The 
letter contained orders to volunteers from Vijay Kumar Hrankhal, the 
so-called "commander-in-chief" of Tripura Sena, the armed wing of TUJS. 





Another letter intercepted was issued by Mr Hari Nath Debbarma, one of 
the four TUJs MLAs. Mr Debbarma has gone underground since the June riots, 
and is reportedly hiding in Shillong. 


His orders to Tripura Sena volunteers were that they should “actively work 
for the formation of a new Tripura. Directly or indirectly, they will 
get some facilities in the future," the letter said. 


According to the letter, "many of the active members of our association 
are now residing outside the State and obtaining ereaine: I hope they 
witli come back very soon, probably within six monts 


The letter gives two addresses in Bangladesh--one in Chittagong and the 
other in Cox's Bazar--mentioning that "they have agreed to help us in 
every way and a secret contract has been made in this respect with Vijay 
Kumar Hrankhal. 


The Central committee (of TNVF) has advised me to inform the active mem- 
bers, except the members of the TUJS and TNVF. These two organs are 
being informed separately. It further requests: "All of you keep secret 
relations with two persons in Ararto.1." [as published]

GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCES NEW INDUSTRIAL POLICY 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 24 Jul 80 pp 1, 9 


[Text] New Delhi, July 23. The government announced in the Lok Sabha 
today its policy of integrated industrial development to promote the con- 
cept of "economic federalism." 


The policy offers a new deal to the private sector, promises to improve 
the efficiency of the public sector, seeks to reverse the trend of the 
past three years towards creating artificial divisions between small and 
large-scale industry, and reaffirms its faith in the Monopolies and Re- 
strictive Trade Practices Act and the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act. 


Dr Charanjit Chanana, minister in charge of industry, told the house 

that the sovernment would allow additional capacity to consumer and 
other industries of national importance, provide for automatic growth 

for a.l core-sector units, permit large production capacity for export- 
oriented units, and allow companies with research and development organi- 
sations to import modern technology. 


Dr Chanana said the private sector would be allowed to develop on conso- 
nance with targets and objectives national plans and policies. 


But the opposition did not quite like the manner in which an important 
policy statement was presented by Dr Chanana in reply to the debate of 
his ministry's demands for grants. 


Members’ Walk-Out 
Most opposition members walked out of the house, protesting that the min- 


ister had not cared to reply to the points raised by them during the 
debate. 


Mr A. K. Roy (Ind) even objected to the minister reading from the text 
rather than replying to the debate extempore. He later protested that the 
minister had ignored the whole house. 














He was joined by Mr Ravindra Verma (Janata), Mr Jyotirmoy Bosau (CPM) and 
other opposition members. Mr Bosu said the minister had not cared to 
clear doubts raised in the house about the possibility of the goverment 
allowing some monopoly houses re-entering areas closed to them by the 
previous government, 


Mr Nirem Ghosh (CPM) said the government had diluted the industrial 
policy resolution of 1956, 


Dr Chanana, however, maintained that the 1956 resolution, which had 
served as the corner-stone of the Congress government's policy-frame for 
the past quarter of a century, formed the basis of his new statement. 


The demands of the industry ministry were later approved by the house. 
After the guillotine was applied the Lok Sabha also approved the demands 
of 25 other ministries and government departments. 


Dr Chanana said the Janata rule had damaged the economy and put the entire 
process of development in reverse gear. The first task before the govern- 
ment now was the revival of the economy. The pattern of distribution of 
the benefits of industrialisation should be such as to cover as large a 
segment of the country's population as possible while avoiding economic 
concentration in a few hands. New thrusts needed to be made to establish 
a dynamic industrial economy. 


Dr Chanana expressed confidence that the government's pragmatic policies 
would remove the lingering constraints to industrial production and, at 
the same time, act as catalysts for faster growth in the coming decades. 


The minister listed the following socio-economic objectives of his policy: 
Public Sector 


Optimum utilisation of installed capacity, maximising production and 
achieving higher productivity, higher employment generation, correction 
of regional imbalances through a preferential development of industrially 
backward areas, strengthening of the agricultural base by according a 
preferential treatment to agri-based industries and promoting optimum 
inter-sectoral relationship, faster promotion of export-oriented and 
import substitution industries, promotion of economic federalism with 

an equitable spread of investment and dispersa’ ‘* returns among 

widely spread small but growing units in rural uuwa urban areas, and con- 
sumer protection against high prices and bad quality. 


The other major points of the policy are: 
Public sector: The gigantic task before the government was to rehabili- 


tate faith in the public sector. The government would also evolve effec- 
tive operational systems of management in public-sector undertakings. 
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‘he government would launch a drive to revive the efficiency of public= 
sector undertakings, they would be subjected to close examination on 
4 ubitebyeuntit basis and corrective action taken in terma of a time- 
bound progam wherever necessary, 


hrivate sector: The government recognises that it will, in general, be 
desitable to allow privateesector undertakings to develop on consonance 
with the targets and objectives of national plane and policies but will 
hot permit the growth of monopolistic tendencies of concentration of eco- 
nomic power and wealth in a few hands, 


Feonetmic federaliem: The government will try to reverse the trends of 

the last three years towards creating artificial divisions between emall 
and large-scale industry under the misconception that these interests were 
essentially conflleting. While making all efforte toward integrated 
industrial development, it was proposed to promote the concept of eco- 
nomic federaliem with the setting up of a few nucleus plants in each 
district, identified ae industrially backward, to generate as many ancil- 
laries and emall and cottage unite as possible. 


Small-scale unite: in order to boost the development of small-scale 
industries and to ensure their rapid growth the government had decided 
(a) to inerease the limit of investment in the case of tiny unite from 
Re | lakh to Re 2 lakhe; (b) to inerease the limit of investment in 

the case of emali-scale unite from Re 10 lakhs to Re 20 lakhe, and (c) to 
increase the limit of investment in the case of ancillaries from Re 15 
lakhe to Re 275 lakhe. 


The government would evolve a system of coordination to ensure the flow 
of eredit to the growing unite in the decentralised sector at the right 
time and on appropriate terms. The government would make the necessary 
changes. 


To assist the growth of emall-scale industries it was proposed to intro- 
duce a echeme for buildine up buffer stocks of essential materials. 
Policies regarding marketing support to the decentralised sector and 
reservation of items for emall-scale industries would continue to be 

in force, 


Handloomse, handicrafte, khadi [as published] and other village industries 
would receive ereater attention to achieve a faster rate of growth. 


To correct regional imbalances, the government would encourage dispersal 
of induetries and setting up of unite in industrially backward areas. 


incentives: All incentives given to industry must be performance- 
oriented. A regular periodic assessment would be made for the impact 
of these incentives to see to what extent they had fulfilled the initial 
purpose. 
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Leneration of employment; Industrial development should be viewed in 
the broader context of generating higher production and employment, 
The government would encourage inveetment by public and private sec~ 
tore to promote this objective, 


Licensing capacity! The government felt that, in several industries 
important from the viewpoint of the national economy or engaged in 

the production of articles of mass consumption, the productive capa- 
city endorsed on the original licences or as amended in terms of the 
1975 notifications might not reflect their full productive potential, 
The productive capacities might have increased as 4 result of increased 
labour productivity or technological improvements, 





The government, therefore, proposed to recognise such capacities on 4 
selective basis, It would not permit licensing procedures or a rigid 
locational policy to stand in the way of maximising production, 


Automatic growth: The government would ensure that no avoidable restric- 
tions were placed on the fullest utilisation of the existing industrial 
capacities. This would be particularly so in the case of core industries, 
ow industries directly Linked to the core sector, and industries with a 
long-term export potential. 


The government would sympathetically consider requests for setting up 
100 per cent export-oriented units, expansion of existing units exclu- 
sively for purposes of export and for allowing higher production for 
exploiting the emerging export opportunities fully. 


Advanced technology: In cases where a larger production base would in- 
crease the competitiveness of Indian industry abroad, the government 
would consider favourably the induction of advanced technology and per- 
mit the creation of a capacity large enough to make it competitive in 
world markets, provided substantial exports were likely. 


The government would take active measures to facilitate the transfer of 
technology ‘rom efficiently-operated units to new units. 


Such industrial processes and technologies as would aim at optimal utili- 
sation of energy or exploitation of alternative sources of energy would 
be given special assistance. 


Industrial sickness: Deliberate mismanagement and financial improprieties 
leading to sickness would be dealt with firmly. The government would 
introduce a checklist to serve as an carly warning system for identifying 
symptoms of sickness. 


Where sick units showed an adequate potential for revival, the govern- 
ment would encourage their merger with healthy units. For this purpose, 
the existing tax concessions would be made more liberali. available to 
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amalgamation proposals, The management of sick unite would be taken 
over only in exceptional cases, 


industrial Relations: The government would revive the tripartite labour 
conference with the objective of establishing higher standards of pro- 
ductivity and industrial harmony, 


District Induatries Centres: The scheme had not produced benefite com- 
mensurate with the expenditure incurred and the government would initiate 
more effective alternatives, 


Dr Chanana hoped the objectives set out in the statement and measures 
outlined to achieve them would enable the country to attain ite larger 
goale=-namely, faster economic growth, prosperity for its citizens and 
the establishment of an egalitarian society.

PROBLEMS, IMPORTANCE OF COAL INDUSTRY ASSESSED

(Text) King Coal ie back on the throne as the energy monarch in India 
after a brief extle. The displaced usurper, petroleum, is slated to 
become a spent force soon. 


The direct use of coal in comparison with other fuels steadily declined 
since the mid-19508 and ite share in the total consumption of commercial 
energy fell from 66.5 per cent to 50 per cent during the decade 196061 
to 1970-71. [as published] But for the continued rise in use of coal 
for generation of electricity, the share would have gone down further. 


There has now been a switch-back in favour of coal. It has been assigned 
the role of not only meeting the largest share of the energy needs of 

the country in the next two decades but also becoming 4 major feedstock 
source for chemicale and fertilizer. (India ia the first country in the 
world to take up on a commercial scale, two coal-based fertilizer plants). 


About 70 per cent of the total coal demand is accounted for by the 
steel, power, cement and Railways sectors. The balance 30 per cent goes 
to about 20,000 industrial units, numerous brick and tile kilns and six 
million domestic consumers using soft coke. The pattern of demand will 
not shift much by the end of this decade (See table) except for a higher 
percentage consumed by the power sector. 


According to a recent estimate by the Department of Coal, the output 
from the industry has to go up to 260 MTY (million tonnes per year) by 
1990 and 400 MTY by the turn of the century, if the demand by then is to 
be satisfied. The production will have to go up to two and a half 
times the current level in the coming decade and to four times the 
current level in the next 20 years. 


The industry has drawn up an elaborate perspective plan. The major 
change envisaged is an increased emphasis on large-scale, mechanised 
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surface mining. Sy 1947/88, about 45 per cent of India's total produc- 
tion will come from surface mines, compared to 25 per cent today, In 
underground mining, the traditional manual board and pillar system, 

which accounte for 95 per cent of underground production will be abandoned 
gradually in favour of longwall mining which will contribute about 33 

per cent of the underground production by 1987/88, The board and pillar 
practice will be mechanised increasingly. 


The consolidation of mines, which began after nationalisation, will 
continue (the number of mines has been brought down froom over 900 in 
1971 to about 360) eo that average production availability per mine 
climbe from the present 2.5 lakh tonnes per year to over five lakh 
tonnes per year, [ae published) Moet of the increase in production 
availability will come from new mining projects. Of the increase in 
production availability of around 134 MTY by 1987/88, about 95 MTY 
will ariee from new mines and only 39 MTY from reconstruction projects 
in existing mines, 


As a result of all the above measures, it is hoped that the output per 
manehift, which is now an abyemally low 0.68 tonnes, will at least pases 
the one tonne stage. 


All these ambitious plane read well on paper and no doubt the industry 

is capable of executing them, But it requires the removal of a number 

of constraints which have resulted in the stagnation of output at a level 
of around 100 MTY for the past four years. If the Government does not 
address itself seriously and urgently to removing the constraints, leave 
alone doubling or quadrupling the production, the industry will find it 
impossible even to maintain the present output. 


The highest priority has to be given to improving the law and order 
situation in the Bengal-Bihar coalfields, which account for 65 per cent 
of the total production. Gangsterism is rampant in the Jharia coal 

belt with bootlegging, theft of coal, illegal coal mining, brawls, 
murders and shootouts being the order of the day. Involved in these 
nefarious activities are trade union leaders, local politicians, smuggler 
kings and even officials of the coal company in that area (Coal India 
Ltd.). 


Their names are no secret but these persons remain untouched thanks to 
high level political protection in the State headquarters in Patna and 
even in Delhi. the local Police are ineffective having been silenced 

by the higher ups or bought off. The bureaucrats who try to be tough and 
clean up the area are eased out through transfers manoeuvred by the crim- 
inal bosses with high level contacts in the State Government. The field 
level officials of Coal India who resort to disciplinary action against 
the toughs in the labour force are threatened with physical harm to 
themselves and their families. The morale of these officers is low 

and those who can get alternative jobs, quit. 
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The steps to be taken by the Centre are clear, It has to prevail upon 
the Bihar Government to take measures to clean up the area by posting 
tough and atraighforward bureaucrats and police officers there and back- 
ing their actions to the hilt ignoring political pressures, [as pub- 
lished) The Department of Coal should also take steps to weed out the 
corrupt officiale in the regionn, [ase published) 


Another cause for worry ise labour indiecipline. The handsome wage 
increases given to the workers after nationalisation have brought peace 
to the industry. It hae only enhanced the workers’ bargaining strength 
and attracted trade union sharks, Even if the wage demands have been 
more or leas met by the companies, there is no dearth of other issues 
(housing, water supply, work loads, and duty hours) which can be taken 
up by the Trade Union manipulators to trigger new confrontations. And 
since trade unioniam is fully politicised, their confrontation has 
become competitive,with each party wanting to enlarge its influence over 
the 6,60,000 strong labour force in the industry. [as published] 


The weak-kneed attitude of the State and Union governments in dealing 
with labour strife has demoralised the managements. During 1978, 
7,51,800 mandays were lost due to strikes alone at CIL's mines. [as 
publ ished] 


Much more harmful to production than actual work stoppages are the con- 
stant pinpricks that harassed mine managers have to suffer from a 
generally recalcitrant and often truculent labour force. An analysis 

of a mine manager's average work day, particularly in the Bengal-Bihar 
region, will show that nearly 70 per cent of his time is spent in coping 
with labour problems and only 30 per cent in tackling the technical side 
of his job. Worse still, he is not confident that the higher-ups in 

the management ladder will back him if he takes disciplinary action. 


Power shortage has been another major constraint, and with more mechanisa- 
tion planned in the mines, it may put to nought all production programmes. 
The requirements of power for coal India alone are expected to go up from 
385 MW in 1979/80 to 825 MW (in terms of maximum demand) and the specific 
power requirements per MTY will go up from 3.64-MW to 4.10 MW. The 
extent of the present power shortage can be gauged from the fact that 
Rastern Coalfields Ltd., Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., and Central Coal- 
fields Ltd., which together need a minimum of 312 MW, usually get not 
more than 100 MW from the DVC grid. How can the mines in these companies, 
particularly the underground gassy mines with a lot of water to be pumped 
out, operate in such circumstances? 


Besides ensuring an adequate supply of power to the mines, the electricity 
supply agencies and the Central Electricity Authority also need to con- 
sider the following points: 


(1) Power supply interruption, however small, may hamper coal produc- 
tion seriously and endanger safety. The interruption is due mainly 
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to the supply at ll KV and 440 V by rural feeders to most of the mines, 
These teedera have a large number of other consumers connected to them, 
There should be independent feeders for individual mines or groups of 
mines, 


A probable solution can be to have a 132 KV “coal grid" to connect mines 
in contiguous areas, or at least supply power to the receiving point 

in the coalfields by 132 KV lines and sub-stations. Where groups of 
mines are neat one another, a single supply point and subsequent distri- 
bution by internal transmission lines should be the system. 


(2) When there is a power shortfall, the coal industry should be given 
preference over other industrial consumers. 


(3) Gradually a trend is evolving to have an isolated neutral system in 
the place of the present earthed neutral system. This needs changes in 
Indian Electricity Rules and Mines Rules. 


One of the oft-repeated excuses offered by thermal power stations for 
shortfall in generation is the poor quality of coal supplied. There 

is no escape from the fact that Indian coal has a high ash content which 
is abrasive. It is difficult to remove this ash by washing since the 
ashy minerals are dispersed throughout the coal. The solution is the 
adoption of designs in the power generation equipment which can cope with 
inferior coal, such as the employment of fluidised bed technology in 
boilers. ‘ 


The suggestion of captive power houses for coalfields is practical to a 
limited extent. In the absence of a separate coal grid, captive power 
houses can be attached unly to specific mines or a group of contiguous 
mines. Permission should be given by the Government of India to import 
generation equipment for these captive power houses so that there is no 
delay in setting them up. 


A less-known but vexatious problem for the coal industry management 

is the high rate of absenteeism among workers. It ranges between 20 per 
cent and 40 per cent with some areas such as in the coalfields covered 
by BCCL recording as high rates as 50 per cent. 


A large number of miners in the Bengal-Bihar belt hail from the rural 
areas of Bihar and Eastern U.P. They still maintain their rural 

links using their enhanced income (a four-figure monthly income is a 

near average in the coal industry today) for purchasing agricultural land 
in their home villages. The call of the land during the harvest and 
sowing months is strong. With the new provisions for accumulating annual 
leave up to 70 days and sick leave up to 45 days, most workers do not 
find it difficult to "disappear" from their workspots during the agri- 
cultural seasons. These are the seasons when coal production also can 

be maximised. 
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Another handicap that has assumed menacing proportions in the last two 
years is the inadequacy of rail transport, Coal, being a bulk commodity, 
should be distributed ideally by rail but the rail despatches have come 
down from 77,8 MT in 1976/77 to 69,80 MT in 1979/80 and the industry 

has had to perforce take increasingly to the more costly road transport 
which moved 17,50 MT in 1976/77 and 25,30 MT in 1979/80, 


Many suggestions have been offered as alternatives to rail transport 

such as using long distance conveyors, automated Round Robin trains 
shuttling between coal pit and consumer and pipeline transport, The 
industry has already thought of them and some experimental schemes have 
been drafted, A plan has been proposed to pipe coal slurry from the coal- 
fields of Madhya Pradesh to the power plants in Gujarat. 


Most of these alternative systems of coal transport have one basic limita- 
tion--they are point to point methods, For countrywide distribution, 
rail transport is still the only practical method. 


Shortage of explosives has hit the industry hard in the past. Though 
this bottleneck was more due to a shortage of production than installed 
capacity, the Government would do well to keep an eagle eye on the 
developments in this sector, The demand for explosives from the coal 
industry alone is expected to double to 80,000 tonnes per annum by 
1987/88 and, for all consumers in the country, the demand will rise to 
1,30,000 tonnes per annum. [as published] The planned increase in 
production capacity by that time is only 1,22,000 tonnes per annum, 

[as published] 


In 1974-75 and 75-76, a spurt in coal production by LOMTY was accom- 
panied by a general industrial recession which depresed coal demand. [as 
published] Panicked by the mounting pithead stocks, the Department of 
Coal made the blunder of ordering a cutback on development programmes, 
The result of this deceleration was that the industry was caught unpre- 
pared for the boom following the recession and coal has become a black- 
market item. Equipment suppliers like the mining and Allied Machinery 
Corporation, which suffered order cutbacks, have been sent reeling into 
sickness. 


In an industry where the gestation period for projects is anywhere 
between five years to 10 years, such stop-go management of expansion is 
r.diculous. 


The indigenous coal mining equipment industiy has suffered a development 
setback of five years, which will necessitate a lot more imports for 

the expansion plans. In the ultimate analysis, for a basic infrastruc- 
tural commodity like coal, it would be better to hy». roroduction than 
shortage.

CHEMICAL DEPARTMENT REPORT--Indigenous production of druge in the coun- 
try registered a marked increase during 1979-80 with an estimated pro- 
duction of bulk druge worth Re 220 crores and formulations worth Rs 1,150 
crores, according to the Department of Chemicals. During 1978-79, bulk 
druge and formulations production was of the order of Rs 200 crores and

1979-80 FERTILIZER PRODUCTION--The country prodvced 22.26 lakh tonnes of 
nitrogenous fertilisers during 1979-80, which was marginally higher than 
the 21.70 lakh tonnes of nitrogen produced in 1978-79, according to 
annual report of the Department of Chemical and Fertilisers Ministry of 
Petroleum, Chemicals and Fertilisers, reports PTI.

1978-80 ECONOMIC REVIEW RECOMMENDATIONS REPORTED

[Text] Kathmand: uly 21 (PTI) Nepal needs to focus its attention in 
future to developmert of bio-gas and harnessing of its tremendous water 
resources for alternative sources of energy, the economic review for 
1979-80 recommends. 


At present the use of bio-gas is an attractive alternative, say the econo- 
mic review for 1979-80. 


The country does not have any deposits of mineral fuel such as petrol, 

gas and coal, and the supply of electricity is very limited. For domestic 
consumption, such as cooking, the main source of energy is fuel wood. 

If the existing forest is to be used on a scientific and sustained basis 

the fuel wood supply would be able to meet only a small portion of domr:s- 
tic requirements. However, if the forest is to be cut down for this pur- 
pose, the entire forest area will be used up within the next 10 to 12 years, 
warns the review. 


The hydro-power potentiality of the kingdom is 83,000 MW but power consti- 
tutes less than ten per cent of total energy consumption. 


The review says that forest and water are the main natural resources. 

The forest resources of the country have an important role in the economy 
but due to rapid deforestation, the ecological balance has been disturbed 
leading to landslides, floods and drought situation. Because of these 
factors, fertility of the soil is declining. The review notes that while 
attempts were being made to increase agricultural production, soil and 
its productivity were declining. 


The review has, for a different reason, recommended priority treatment to 
constructing feeder roads rather than going in for new highways. 


Since planned development began, the review notes, that there has been 
satisfactory progress in road construction but it found that traffic 
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density was very low. "As yet, development activities have not been 
noticeable,...low volume of gooda to be transported, high construction 
and maintenance cost as well as need for additional resources to finance 
productive investment make it essential that in future development expen- 
diture in this sector should be substantially restrictive, 


The review particularly mentions that in road design and standards, the 
traffic density should be taken into consideration. 


it recommends that it would be appropriate to make maximum use of 
existing roads rather than construct new highways. And on the basis of 


feasibility study, construction of feeder roads should receive due 
priority.

[Text] The Philippines welcomes American investments in the proposed pulp 
and paper project, the country's contribution to the industrial complemen- 
tation scheme of the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN). 


Any interested American company can take equity in the pulp and paper pro- 
ject or in any of the regional ventures, official sources said. 


The same sources said that the Philippines is seriously considering accept- 
ing the financial offer of the US Export-Import Bank for the five ASEAN 
industrial projects--the soda ash plant of Thailand, urea project of In- 
donesia, and diesel engine factories of Singapore and Malaysia. 


The US Eximbank said it will finance these regional ventures provided they 
have American equity participation in these projects. 


Under the ASBAN equity sharing scheme for regional projects, the host coun- 
try will own 60 percent of the project, with the 40 percent to be equally 
distributed among the four other members, or 10 percent for each of the 
other member-countries.

[Text] Globus Pineapple Corp., a company owned and managed by the Orti- 
gas group, will set up a P190-million integrated pineapple project in Ala- 
bel, South Cotabato. 


The project, which will turn out 160,000 MT of processed pineapple annually 
for the export market, is estimated to generate foreign exchinge amounting 
to $13.2 million yearly. It will provide employment for some 2,000 work- 
ers. 


The integrated pineapple plantation and processing project has been appro- 
ved by the Board of Investments under the investment incentives act (RA 
5186). 


Also approved by the BOI is the P12.5 million manufacturing project of 
Philippine Filters, Inc. to be set up at the Canlubang Industrial Estate. 


Philippine Filters will manufac- 
ture oil, air and fuel filters for 
automotive and industnal uses at a 
capacity of three million units 
annually. 

According to the BOI, the fuel 
filters output of the company will be 
used by cars, jeepneys and AUVs. 
Marketing of these products will be 
made through major auto parts 
distributors who at present import 
these requirements.

Tue PEOPLE HAVE for yearsbeen calling Mindanao “land of 
promise,” a fitting term for vast island in the South which is rich 
in marine, forest and mineral resources. But the people of Minda- 
nao, specially those in predominantly Muslim communities, have 
only witnessed the development of their homeland by businesses 
which extract and export the island's raw materials, or produce 
agricultural products for local and foreign markets. This setup has 


inexorably spawned a lopsided availment of Mindanao's economic. 


resources, with its people holding the shorter end of the rope. 

This old problem is finally being tackled, not surprisingly 
through the pioneering effort of the First Lady, Imelda Romual- 
dez Marcos, in her capacity as chairman of the Presidential Com- 
mitee for the Development of Southern Mindanao. The present 
thrust is to generate employment in the South by giving loans 
from government banks, supplying technicians from the Techno- 
logy Resource Center, and making use of raw materials indigenous 
to the region. 

The First Lady hit the nail on the head when she chided Minda- 
nao entrepreneurs and planners for ‘concentrating on marketing 
raw materials when it can make more profits from finished pro- 
ducts.” This is both a sad truth and a beckoning challenge that 
should impel government planners to action. According to stu- 
dies, agricultural products and handicrafts that can be mass 
produced in the South have adequate markets in the Middle East, 
China, Japan and our ASEAN neighbors. Trade measures must 
thus be instituted to enable the people in the South to avail 
themselves of a substantial share in these markets. 

In spurring the development program in Mindanao, however, 
care should be taken so that the investment areas being opened to 
its people are not limited to handicrafts and other cottage indus- 
tries that have little, if any, financial viability. Substantial gains in 
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uplifting living conditions in the South cai, be chalked up swiftly 
by strenghtening labor-intensive medium — and large-scale Filipino 
enterprises which re-invest profits in the region instead of sending 
them abroad. 

A lot has yet to be done to transform Mindanao from a “land 
of promise” into the “land of fulfillment’ that President Marcos 
and the First Lady dream it will attain. The hardy people in the 
South are only too anxious to welcome government help. We have 
no doubt that this time, with the First Lady at the helm, real 
development with its palpable manifestations such as concrete 
economic benefits for the people, will gain headway in the South.

Seq? The “ant army" is becoming the “sword behind the bed" of 
the military, police and Thai volunteers, which are daily 
fighting Vietnamese and Khmer troops along the border in 
Aranyaprathet District. This is becoming a chronic problem 
because not only do Thai forces have to s ess the Vietnamese 
and Khmer forces that are continually invading Thailand but 
they also have to be ready to suppress the “ant army,” which 

is secretely sending goods across the border to the Vietnamese 
and Khmer troops. 


It is well known that the “ant army” refers to the merchants 
who are secretely taking goods and selling them to the 
Vietnamese and Khmer soldiers. And it appears that the sales 
price of goods brings great “profits” to the merchants of the 
“ant army.” On some types of goods, t makd “profits” of 
1,000 percent. Such goods include medicines, food, clothing, 
fuel oil, batteries and so on. Concerning some cases 
investigated by the military, it appears that these people 
have also secretly smuggled out weapons to sell. 


This is considered to be very dangerous to the i nen ene. | of 
the country because it is the same as directly “increasing the 
strength” of our country's enemies. When the Vietnamese and 
Khmer forces obtain these essential items, they can use them 
to increase the strength of their armies and move their forces 
to come fight in our country. They can purchase these essential 
items from the “ant army” without limit because the great power 
behind the Vietnamese and the ‘Heng Samrin” Khmers have given 
them great amounts of money. Experts have estimated that this 
supporting great power is paying them approximately 60 million 
baht per day. 
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in Making contact to purchase these goods, the Vietnamese 

and Khmer soldiers “order” the goods that they think are 
necessary for strengthening their armies. Even though prices 
are very high, they are not concerned because they have great 
sums of money that they can use. However, it is we who will 
receive the bad effects of this because this is the same 

as us helping them build up their forces so they can come and 
invade Thailand again. 


In fact, the “ant army” has been in existence for a long time. 
lt has existed since the time it was the “black market." When 
an incident occurred along the border last year, the 

2nd Division then controlled trade by imposing "quotas." 

It then seems that merchants from dozens of provinces 
"trooped" in to engage in trade until, in the end, trading 
was prohibited. Following this, the "black market" came into 
existence and this was followed by this “ant army” that 
smuggles in goods to sell. 


Later on, when the lst Division was sent to replace the 

2nd Division, Major General Ahthit Kamlangek, the commanding 
general of the lst Division, actively arrested many members 
of the “ant army" and sent government officials to harshly 
suppress them but complete results were not achieved. The 

lst Division held a conference with the merchants and asked 
for their cooperation. The dangers in selling goods to the 
enemy were pointed out but again the matter was not settled, 
When people were arrested, Major General Ahthit Kamlangek 
imposed a new standard by having them “swear an oath" with 
the hope that they would become afraid but again such activties 
continued. Now, Major General Ahthit Kamlangek has stipulated 
an additional regulation, Besides the fines, the vehicles 
transporting the goods will be seized too. It is not known 
whether this will have any effect or not. 


In fact, in this tense situation, the penalty that should be 
used is imprisonment because simply fining people and 

seizing their vehicles is not frightening enough for these 
selfish merchants. This writer feels that the penalty for this 
should be imprisonment if they are to “lecrn their lesson."

DEBATE CONTINUES OVER POLICY ON SOUTHERN PROBLEMS 
Officials Give Views 
Bangkok TAWAN SIAM in Thai 23 Jul 80 pp 1, 2 


[Article: “It Has Been Pointed Out That the Muslims No 
Longer Respect Government Officials Who Are Using Methods to 
Control Religion" ] 


[Text] It has been pointed out that the problems in the south 
cannot be solved by using force. Concerning these problems, 
it must be understood that the Muslims lack confidence in the 
people sent to govern [theregion]. [They feel that] the 
officials are trying to separate people by religion and 
language. It has been mentioned that, even though the 
government has sent good people to govern the region, it has 
not been able to soive the problems. The Muslims must be 
allowed to solve their own problems, The situation in the 
south is still very tense. A.A.P. officials have fled from 
the forests because they can no longer put up with the 
pressure from various groups. Those who have received forest 
concessions are unwilling to work the forests. 


The day before yesterday, 21 July, Mr Damrong Sunthornsara 
thun, the director-general of the Department of Local 
Administration, told a reporter that during his trip to 
inspect the situation in the three southern provinces, a trip 
he made with Mr Banyat Bantadtan, the deputy minister of 
interior, he ordered the provinces and districts in the four 
southern provinces of Yala, Pattani, Narathiwat and Songkhia 
to really start implementing the plans to defend against 
sabotage. 


Mr Damrong stated that he ordered this because, at present, 
the officials in the suppression sector have started to make 
a serious effort to eliminate the southern terrorists. The 
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terrorists have, therefore, reduced their political role and 
are carrying out acts of force as their main tactic. They are 
obstructing the work of the authorities and terrorizing the 
people, Thus, acts of sabotage will certainly be committed, 
We must, therefore, formulate firm defense plans. 


Me Damrong Sunthornsarathun also stated that during this trip 
to the south, he passed through Songkhla and inquired about 
the explosion on a train at the Hatyai railroad junction, He 
learned that Songkhla has made preparations in accord with 
the sabotage defense plans and is cooperating with railroad 
officials and other sectors, Things are being carried out in 
accord with the plans to protect the airports, schools and 
other important places, 


rhe director-general of the Department of Local Administration 
also stated that the violence in the south comes at various 
intervals. In particular, when the officials undertake 
suppression activities, the number of violent acts decline, 
The period when special care must be taken is during the 
period beginning on 14 July because this is the period of 
Ramadan for the followers of the Islamic religion. In this 
period, the Muslims must gather together at the mosques in 
order to conduct religious ceremonies. Thus, some people may 
make use of these ceremonies to commit acts of benefit to 
their side. 


Concerning the rumors that have arisen in the south and that 
are causing conflicts between the Thai Buddhists and the Thai 
Muslims, the director-general of the Department of Local 
Administration stated that he has asked the provinces to 
understand the people. In particular, the religious leaders 

of both groups must understand the goals of each other so that 
both sides Know the facts about the events that have taken 
place. 


As for the Fourth Army Area, Lieutenant General Chuan Wannarat, 
the commanding general of the Fourth Army Area, has ordered 

the soldiers, police, volunteers and special querrillas to 
follow and eliminate the communist terrorists, in accord with 
the military operations plans, in Chauad and Ronphibun 
districts. Ten terrorists were killed in a clash in Wangang 
Commune, Chauad District, Nakhon Sithammarat Province, 


On the afternoon of 21 July at the Suan Ruen Rutdi offices Jur 
the Internal Security Operations Command, Mr Manat Marikan 

gave a short lecture in Room 607 on the situation in the four 
provinces. He spoke to the people attending the 45th internal 








security operations seminar, Mr Manat Marikan is the foremost 
expert on the problems in the south because he has been 
involved with the problem for a long time, He is a person 
whom government oificials have confidence in. Mr Manat stated 
that the problems in the south must be solved by the Muslims, 
The people who can solve these problems are aple who know 
the Muslims; Muslims do not have confidence in outsiders, 


Mr Manat also stated that there is no one who can solve the 
problems in the four southern provinces and that armed force 
cannot solve these problems either. Our administrative sector 
has forgo.cen one thing and that is that there is a "third 
hand" that is constantly waiting for a chance to create 
conditions, Our leaders have ignored this. We should seek 
correct data concerning religion. Regardless of whom the 
Muslims have confidence in, fr we cannot create confidence, 
we will not be able to obtain correct data that is needed to 
solve the problems of the Muslims, 


Mr Manat stated that our officials have tried to separate 
people by religion and language. We should correct th so 
that the Muslims understand that they too are Thais living 
in Thailand with the difference being that they follow the 
Islamic religion. 


The government has sent good people to work in the south but 
it must also select suitable people who are sincere with the 
southern people. A tenet of Islam states that brothers in 
[slam must not believe, follow or become close to non-Muslims 
because such people are not honest and they may be your enemy. 
Thus, this is another southern problem that must be solved, 
The Muslims have stated thats 


1. The people [sent] must be Muslims, 


2. The people must be Muslims who are knowledgeable about and 
understand the problems, 


3. The peopls must be Muslims from other areas. If these 


people live in this area, they will not be able to solve the 
problems, 


4, They must be people who recognize that the Thai Muslims in 
the four southern provinces are Thais. We should clearly 
point our people's nationality by birth and the educational 
and religious relationships. We should not set the Thai 
people in the four southern provinces apart as Muslim Khaeks. 
We should recognize that these people are Thais and attach 








importance to the Thai people in these provinces, Someone 
should ereate confidence in them so that they become aware of 
the fact that they are Thais. 


These days, those who work for the government cannot create 
this confidence among the Muslims, If this problem is ignored, 
it will not be possible to solve the problems, It will take 
time to solve the problems in the south and things must be 
gone into deeply. 


We must know the terrain and go live among the villagers if 
we want to Know why the problems have arisen, The problems in 
the four southern provinces are longstanding chronic 

problems that have been ignored by the government. One of 
these problems is the problem of nationality. The first thing 
is to have nationalism that is not in somealaien to the 
Islamic religion. The final thing is that we must admit that 
the people in the four southern provinces are Thais. 


He was then asked, concerning solving the problems in the 
four southern provinces, we know that these provinces have 
fallen under the influence of the terrorist separatists who 
are receiving Support from abroad. If we use armed force to 
suppress them, what will the result be? Mr Manat stated that 
using armed force to suppress them will simply made the 
problems even worse. This is not the proper way to solve the 
problems. Before trying to solve the problems, the government 
should first thoroughly understand the problems, It should let 
the people who understand the problems in the four southern 
provinces solve the problems and it should certainly let the 
Muslims take part in solving the problems. The terrorist 
separatist movement is not something that can be suppressed 
easily as some say. 


Mr Thawiphon Bamratarin, the head of the Southern Forest 
Industry Organization, said that, at present, the people 
engaged ii forestry work in several areas in the southern 
provinces, including people in the Forest Industry Organiz- 
ation and people who have received concessions from the 
organization, can no longer do their wc “kK und they have had 
to indirectly abandon their work because several terrorist 
groups have jiemanded protection money from those who work in 
the forests. If they do not pay the protection money, they 
are threatened that they will be kidnapped and held for 
ransom, Thus, they can no longer continue to work because 
they must pay and there is more than one terrorist group. 
Thus, it is not worth working any longer. 





As for inspecting thetrees in the forests in the southern 
provinces, Mr Thawiphon stated that, at present, it is 
difficult to qo make inspections, except in the safe areas, 
It is not possible to enter the areas threatened by the 
terrorists or Chinese communist bandits. Even forest workers 
who live in the area do not dare go into the forests at 
present. If things continue like this, there will certainly 
be losses, 


General Prem Tinsulanon, the prime minister, answered a 
reporter's questions concerning the situation in the south, 
The reporter asked him whether he had given any special 
instructions to Mr Pratuang Kiratibutra, the minister of 
interior, who will visit the south. The prime minister 
replied that a conference had already been held. Concerning 
the conference, the reporter asked whether the terrorist 
problem can be solved during this government's term of office 
in view of the fact that all past governments have carried 
on suppression activities but the terrorists are still active. 
The prime minister replied firmly that "I am confident that 
we can solve this problem during this government's term of 
office.” 


Another news report stated that on 21 July, Yala Province 
summoned 120 newly credentialed public school teachers to go 
teach in dangerous areas. But when these teachers found out 
that they were being sent to teach at schools located in 
areas under the influence of terrorists, about 60 of them 
changed their minds. One of the newly credentialed teachers 
told a reporter that he had graduated a long time ago but had 
not been able to find a job. He passed the teacher's 
examination in Yala but when he learned that he was being 
sent to teach in a dangerous area, he decided not to go. He 
felt that it was better to save his life than to die there. 
He is, therefore, willing to remain unemployed. 


As for Narathiwat Province, a reporter has reported that, at 
present, Police Major Phisit Chairak, the chief inspector at 
the Muang District, Narathiwat Province, police station, is 
using police to patrol and maintain order in the district 

24 hours a day in order to prevent CLerrorists from coming in 
and causing trouble and from carrying out acts of sabotage 
against government installations. Besides this, this is also 
being done in order to improve the morale of the people. 
However, one person who lives in ‘ arathiwat Province told 
the reporter that if the government makes a serious and 
continuous effort to suppress the terrorists, he believes 
that the terrorists can be eliminated. As an example, he 
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said that, last year, the terrorists kidnapped two Bacho 
vistrict development workers, The authorities started taking 
serious action to suppress the terrorists and put so much 
pressure on them that they released both the development 
workers.

_Text ) First of all, we must become acquainted with the 
lower southern region. 


I will undertake to do this by considering the different 
geographical, cultural and environmental conditions. Included 
will be Narathiwat, Pattani, Yala and Satun provinces. Most 
of the people here are Thai Muslims who follow the Islamic 
religion. The government and people in general are afraid 
that problems similar to those in other parts of the world 
will arise. 


For example, there is the terrorist problem, the problem of 
territorial separation and the problem of people wanting 
self-rule,. Also, there are rumors that the terrorists are 
receiving support from abroad and there is the problem of a 
religious state. All of these things have greatly frightened 
the people. 


In the end, small problems will become major problems, 


In fact, all of these problems can be solved if the government 
urges the sectors concerned to work at thoroughly solving 
these problems in a sincere way. 


| feel thet these problems should be solved once and for all. 
Tne first problem is the economic problem, 


ve must recognize at the very beginning that economics and 
the standard of living of the people are closely related to 
the problems that have aris-n. Regardless of which region it 
is, whenever and wherever the ecunomic situation of the 
people is good, there will be few problems. 








Similarly, the economic situation in the lower southern 

region has clearly deteriorated (it is just now starting to 
improve). In particular, the people in the outlying areas (the 
countryside, forests and mountains) are still generally poor, 


The economy of the lower south is directly dependent on the 
power of rubber because [the work of] approximately 70 percent 
of the people is related to rubber. I myself have a home in 
this area and have seen the different atmospheres. It is 
possible to compare things. The economic situation is good 

when rubber prices are high. But later on when rubber prices 
fall, the ecamomic market ig clearly depressed. 


Many problems have arisen; there are terrorists, kidnappers 
and bandits who demandprotection money, for example. The 
Situation in which people once liked each other and had not 
divided into separate groups has disappeared. Thus, the 
qovernment has urged the sectors responsible to take an 
interest in promoting the main production that is the basis 

of the economy so there are standard prices and to help 
everyone, especially the workers on the rubber plantations who 
live in the countryside, the forests and the mountains. 


The second problem stems from the first problem. This is the 
problem of kidnappers and bandits who demand protection 
money. 


When the economy is poor, the various bandit groups thrive. 
They are supported by the fact that the terrain here is 
composed of jungle, mountains and ocean, that there is an 
international border and that little attention is paid to the 
political atmosphere. Furthermore, the region is far from the 
center and the ethnic and religious cultures and 

environments of the people who live in the same area are 
different. 


For these reasons, various acts can be committed very easily. 
They even have their own seals and when travelling somewhere, 
they carry the seals for protection. 


Solving these problems means solving the economic problems 
and improving the living conditionsof the people along with 
efficiently suppressing [the terrorists]. 


The third problem is the problem of dividing the country in 
order to establish self-rule. 
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ln the past, control was divided among the regions and states 
that each had their own governors. But later on, political 
changes were made and joint control, as practiced at present, 
was instituted, Thus, those who formerly had power wanted the 
old system reinstituted and they carried on movements in 
various forms whenever they had a chance, They took advantage 
of the weaknesses of the government and used these weaknesses 
as the targets of their attacks, It then reached the point 
where they used force to threaten [people] by carrying out 
acts of terrorism such as setting off bombs and demanding 
protection and ransom money. These bandits then joined with 
the second type of bandits who wanted to achieve psychological 
results by creating fear more than they wanted money or gold. 


This is an important problem that is closely related to the 
other problems. Therefore, their actions must be planned 
thoroughly and they must have money. Some of this money may 
come from abroad and the rest must come from well-to-do people 
in the country. 


I am certain the this is Supported and carried on by only a 
few people and tiat they will certainly not be able to reach 
their goals. But there will be violence at times depending to 
a great extent on the policies and efforts of the government. 
However, putting a complete stop to this will take a long 
time too, 


This problem has existed for a long time but the people still 
want to be a part of Thailand. They only want some attention 
paid to them. Don't force them into the arms of the other 
side. Believe me, do something soon! Don't become overconfid- 
ent because it may become too late to solve the problems. 


The fourth problem is the religious problem. Religion has a 
great influence on politics. Conflicts in various parts of 

the world frequently stem from religious differences. The 
strength of these religions can be seen from the moral actions 
and devoutness of the followers of the different religions. 
For this reason, people who have lost [power] and social 
revolutionaries use religion as one of their reasons [ for 
their actions |!. 





Thus, concerning matters of religion or beliefs, all religions 
must be given freedom and support by the government. 


In the lower southern region, most of the people follow the 
Islamic religion. They too must be given freedom and support. 
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in studyine and teaching and at the schools, thines Must be 
impreved in aceord with the situation and the needs of the 
ma jority ef the people. | Continued in next article, |

if resulte are to be achieved. Also, solving these problem

Conferences for the leaders or seminars 
can be held as needed in order to obtain results for analysis 
and solve the problem in a direct and efficient manner. This 
will also be of psychological value and generate an awareness 
and feeling that they too are playing a part in solving the 
problems in cooperation with the government.

The Pule terrorists have been able to gain infiuence with the 
young people by using religion as a tool to win them over, 
some of these young people in the three southern provinces are 
students, some have graduated, some have received some

Most of these young people are unemployed and they depend on 
their parents who are poor and who live from day to day. But 
they are ambitious, They want positions with status or they 
want to work in society for their own advancement in accord 
with the nature of youth. 


The situation and aspirations of these young people have not 
received any response from society in these three southern 
provinces, These nq people have, therefore, struggled to 
find a way to sat sty their needs since there is no way to 
satisfy these needs in society there. These young people have 
thus taken the path set by the Pulo terrorists because the 
Pulo terrorists have promised them that when their goals have 
been reached, everyone who is a member will certainly have 
his dreams fulfilled, 





When the Pulo terrorists saw that their ideals had started to 
take root in the minds of the peope of all ages, they began 
to use various methods to cause dissension between the Thai 
Musiime and the Thai Buddhists. They began by killing Thai 
Buddhists and squeezing money from the Chinese and the Thai 


bpuddhists. At the same time, they gave protection to the Thai

These terrorists have a saying that says “have Thais make 
fertalizer, have Chinese make goods and use Malays for 
breeding.”

conference of southern officials. Police, provincia) MPs and 
even doctors and nurses will manage things resolutely. A Muslim 
leader has said that the terrorists are not Muslim and that 
such acts are prohibited by Islam. He insisted that they be 
suppressed, 


A DAO SIAM reporter in Pattani Province has reported that at 
1400 hours on 29 July, Lieutenant General Chuan Wannarat, the 
commanding general of the Fourth Army Area, chaired a 
conference at which he disclosed a plan and policy of action 
for the three southern provinces. MOre than 200 government 
officials from all sectors together with policemen, soldiers, 
doctors, nurses and provincial MPs attended the conference held 
at the public hall in Pattani Province. Mr Prida Mutaharat, the 
provincial governor, welcomed those attending. 


The commanding general of the Fourth Army Area stated that the 
present government's policy concerning the security of the 
people is to resolutely and sincerely suppress the terrorists 
without fear of what any group might do in retaliation. Every- 
thing possible will be done to ensure the well-being of the 
people and all terrorist groups that pose a danger to the 
country will be destroyed. The principle of “politics leads the 
military” will be followed and an effort will be made to help 
LLe@ people who have joined the terroricts return and surrender. 


Lieutenant General Chuan Wannarat also stated that the 
“terrorists have been causing disturbances in the three 
southern provinces since the time they kidnapped a teacher 
named Sombun Rawangwong last year. Since then, they have 
continually caused disturbances. They have set off bombs and 
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Kidnapped people for ransom, The plan of the terrorists is to 
(1) create disturbances and (2) create conflicts and discord 
by, for @xample, secretely Killing Thai Buddhists in order to 
cause diseord between Thai Buddhists and Thai Muslims, At 
present, it is thought that approximately 50-60 
terrorists who have received good training in sabotage have 
spread Out through the three southern provinces, Concerning 
the Kidnapping of people by terrorists, regardless of where 
such acte take place, from now on, we will not bargain with 
them, We will immediately suppress them. One day, the 
terrorists will be etartled by our ‘bargaining,'" stated the 
commanding general at the conference, 


Lieutenant General Chuan Wannarat further stated that, in 
solving the problems in the three southern provinces, we will 
hold all-sector conferences each month. He affirmed that the 
problems will be tackled in two phases. In the first phase, 
which will be a short phase, we will suppress the terrorists 
who Kidnapped a group of people in Bacho District in order to 
rescue these people. In the second phase, we will establish 
friendhsip between the Thai Buddhists and the Thai Muslims and 
request all government officials to mmite and help the people 
as much as possible in accord with their duties.

Mr Damrong Sunthornsarathun, the director-general of the 
Department of Local Administration, has expressed his views 
about the criticisms concerning administrative officials, 
especially those in the three southern provinces. He stated 
that [the charge] that they cannot get along with the local 
people stems more from the propaganda spread by the enemy, who 
are attempting to drive a wedge between the people and the 
government. The enemy has tried to do this for a long time and 
the government has constantly tried to solve this problem, 


The director-general of the Department of Local Administration 
stated that an example of the government's attempt to solve 
this problem is that training seminars are held for the 
officials before they are sent into an area. For example, in 
the south there are work coordination centers which are 
managed by southern government officials. This has led to a 
reduction in the number cf incidents that cause misunderstand- 
ings between the people and government officials. Besides 
this, there is a committee to control the behavior of 
government officials and the director-general himself is the 
chairman of this committee, which controls this at another 
level. 
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Mr Damrong further stated that as for the things in general 
that have taken place, the Department of Local Administration 
has ordered all officials to manage and follow things closely. 
In particular, if charges that are not in accord with the 
facts are made against the officials, the officials 
responsible in the area must immediately inform the people 

so that this matter does not grow into a major problem, 


Editorial Calls for Punishment

_Text } Lieutenant General Chuan Wannarat, the commanding 
general of the Fourth Army Area, has stated that the reason 
that many southerns have fled into the jungle and become 
bandits is that usually they have been psychologically 
oppressed by government officials. However, he cannot say 
which group is responsible. The Fourth Army Area will watch 
for and deal with those government officials guilty of such 
behavior. This is the main problem thatmust be solved first. 
As for suppressing the terrorists using military force, if 
possible, they will be warned first. But in any area where 
it is not possible to carry out the political policies, the 
military will be used to carry out things in order to 
weaken the enemy. 


Concerning the problem of government officials stationed in 
the southern provinces being an important factor that has 
caused people to become bandits or terrorists, this is 
similar to the problem that has been talked about for a long 
time. Even some southern MPs hold the same view and say that 
very few good government officials have been sent to the 
south. Each person tries to get as much wealth as he can from 
the south and when rendering services to his bosses at the 
center they do not report the correct data in order to solve 
the problems. 


We agree with the idea of the commanding general of the Fourth 
Army Area that solving the problem of [officials] oppressing 
and creating resentment among the people is of utmost 
importance because if it is not possible to totally eliminate 
or reduce the number of such officials, even if force is 

used to suppress the bandits or terrorists, other bandits and 
terrorists will spring up in their place. And when a major 
share of the budget must be used to increase the strength of 
the forces or provide more weapons for terrorist suppression 
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activities, the (share of the} budget that can be used for 
local development or for the benefit and well-being of the 
people will decrease and will not be sufficient. 


But at the same time, a problem that we are still greately 
concerned about is what methods the government will use to 
suppress or get rid of such government officiais, Because a 
fact that must be admitted is that, in general, most of the 
officials who have been stationed in the southern provinces 
have connections and must seek profits in order to pay off 
their superiors. They must do this if they want to preserve 
their positions and be promoted in the government 
bureaucracy. Thus, if we really want to solve this problem, 
we feel that the high-level officials atthe center must be 
improved at the same time, 


Policemen Discharged

_Text | The deputy police commissioner of the southern 
provinces has admitted that some bad policemen have threatened 
and bullied the people but only a small percentage have done 
this. Whenever the commissioner has learned of such actions, 
he has immediately punished the offenders. Last year, he 
dismissed 200 people. Concerning the problem of the 
terrorists who are presently using religion as a screen to 
carry out violent acts, it is believed that the officials 
will be able to suppress all of them but a little more time 
will be needed, It is only natural that as operations become 
more efficient, the killing in the south will increase 
because the southerns like to fight using violent methods 
and they are not willing to be defeated by anyone. 


Yesterday morning (the 29th) at the Parusakawan Palace, 
Police Major General Chitrasen Aknithat, the deputy police 
commissioner of the provincial 4, talked w.th a reporter 
about the crime statistics and the increasing number of 
crimes committed in 14 southern provinces. He said that in 
the past 6 months, 2,368 cases of murder, robbery, theft and 
arson have been committed and only 372 of these criminals, or 
15 percent, have been caught. Also, tens of thousands of 
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other types of crimes have been committed, As for the reason 
for such an increase in crime, there are several factors 

such as the characteristics of the local people. For example, 
people in Phatthalung Province are prone to violence and 
admire bandits as clever people. In Nakhon Sithammarat 
Province, even though they are so poor that they have to 
drive samlors for a living, they always have to win. This is 
different from people in other regions who try to avoid fights 
even if they have to pay 100,000 baht to do so, 


Police Major General Chitrasen also talked about other 
reasons. He said that the cost of living, which is increasing 
every day, has increased so much that it has created a wide 
gap between the rich, who have much money, and the poor, who 
do not have enough to eat, and the poor have thus committed 
these crimes, There is also the problem of military, police 
and civilian officials acting like royalty,shewing off and 
oppressing the people. Conversely, they curry favor with their 
superiors at the center. Concerning the domestic and 
international political problems, thereare people who 
recklessly want to use military force and propaganda and who 
are not worried about the country. “It is very likely that 
government officials are oppressing the villagers such as by 
asking to be allowed to oversee mining and forest operations 
and later asking for something in return. But if high-ranking 
officials find out about this, they conduct investigations 
and punish these people harshly. For example, last year in 
the region of the provincial 4, 200 policemen guilty of 
offenses were discharged," stated the deputy police 
commissioner. 


The reporter asked about the activities of the terrorists who 
are presently threatening the peace and well-being of the 
people in the three southern provinces, Police Major General 
Chitrasen Aknithat stated thatthey are common bandits 

but other countries may be providing support by using 
religion as a screen and they are using psychological 
operations and propaganda schemes, For example, they have 
printed leaflets that threaten the Thai Buddhists. The 
reporter also asked about the fact that when the [ cabinet ] 
minister returned from inspecting things in the south, he 
disclused that governmentof‘ ‘cials are not doing their 
utmost, Police Major General Chitrasen replied that, in fact 
it is a characteristic of the Thai people that they must be 
prodded by their superiors before they will work diligently. 
This group of cabinet ministers has continually followed 
things very carefully. The officials, especially the police, 
must be diligent in their work in order to improve the work. 
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furthermore, on the morning of 29 July, Mr Banyat Jantadtan, 
the deputy minister of interior, was interviewed by a 
reporter before he went to attend a cabinet meeting. He said 
that concerning the terrorist problem in the three south rn 
provinces, the Ministry of Interior has ordered the officials 
ofall sectors to continually give attentior, to eliminating the 
bandits and Pulo terrorists. Things will not be done as 
before, when | officials] iqnoredthe situation after the 
clearing up operations were completed, Even if there are no 
problems at present, the suppression sector must continue its 
operations. 


As for the news concerning the seven people kidnapped by 
terrorists, who have demanded that a ransom be paid, it has 
been learned that, at present, the seven are still alive and 
that the terrorists have taken them and hidden them in 
various places, that is, they are frequently moved from one 
place to another. Also, after parliament has discussed the 
budget on 30 July, Mr Pratuang Kiratibutra, the minister of 
interior, and Mr Banyat will lead a group of high-ranking 
officials on another inspection of the situation in the 
south in order to evaluate the results of the actions taken 
in the past period and join in making plans for the next 
staqde. 


The reporter asked him whether the terrorist problem in 
Thailand would be raised at the Thai-Malaysian Border 
Committee conference since the terrorists cross back and forth 
across the border between Thailand and Me.aysia. Mr Banyat 
stated that in reality this committee should be of greater 
benefit to Thailand than in the past and, in particular, 
Malaysia should do something of greater benefit for Thailand 
than it has done in the past because these terrorists often 
flee from Thailand into Malaysia when Thai officials carry on 
Suppression activities. 


"These conferences have achieved very good results at the 
conference table but very few results have been achieved when 
actually carrying out things. Malaysia should do something of 
qreater benefit for Thailand and if Malay .ia does not really 
cooperate, the terrorist suppression act .vities will not 
achieve results. This should be considered to be a matter 
requiring an urgent solution by the border committee but 

Il am not involved with this committee. I have said this 
because I would like it to take some action of real mutual 
benefit," stated Mr Banyat in conclusion.

It 
invited well-known experts such as Major General Sutsai Hat~- 
sadin, the head of the Red Gaurs, Mr Pricha Samakkhitham, a 
journalist, and Mr Kroekkriat Phiphattanaseritham, a 
professor of economics at Thammasat University, to come 
participate in the discussion. The discussion was moderated 
by Dr Yupha Udomeak, the former deputy minister of education. 


The next speaker, Major General Suteai Hateadin, the head of 
the Red Gaurs, denied that he has played any part in this 
government and said that he is only 4 regular government 
official. He feele that whether the Prem government will 
survive or not depends on three things: the military, the 
masses and politics. As for the military, people do not have 
to worry (now) because the prime minister is the commander 
in chief of the army. However, after 30 September, [| what 

the Military will do) is uncertaif&i. As for the masses, some 
of the masses are their own men while some are controlled by 
others. However, prime minister Prem must rely on the masses 
for support. He does not have a political base. He has stated 
that he does not have any supporters and that he has not 
gained anything from anybody. He accepted the prime 
ministership because it was necessary to do so, which was 

an appropriate thing to say in the circumstances. Besides 
these things, there are the events just outside the country 
that are becoming more and more violent and that are 
presently undergoing important change. 
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\fter the discussions were over, Mr Phichai Rattakun, a 
former Minister of foreign affairs and an MP from Bangkok 
during many governments,who also participated in these 
discussions, told the newspaper BAN MUANG his views on the 
present government's foreign policy. Ne Stated that he is 
somewhat worried about the fact that the government has made 
more and more enemies instead of having good neighbors and 
that it is becoming more and more isolated, unlike the 
government of prime minister Kriangsak which carried on a 
policy of being qood friends with neighboring countries, If 
thinos continue like this, he will become even more fearful 
and worried, “During the Kriangsak government, we had smooth 
relations with the qreat powers and other countries. But when 
Prem took power, although he continued to use the Kriangsak 
policy, instead of remaining friends with neighboring 
countries, we have become isolated, 


The reporter objected that, because the events abroad have 
changed, we must do things like this. Mr Prichai Rattakun 
replied that it is to us. If we depend on foreign 
countries, it is equivalent to our losing our freedom of 
control, “We will not know which way we are leaning. You can 
see for yourself »* 


The former minister of foreign affairs also stated that he 
is always ready to get involved in politics again. If he has 
the chance he will immediately become a candidate for 
parliament. If he fails, he will engage in business again. 
The reporter asked him his views about the matter of General 
Kriangsak Chamanan and Admiral Sangat Chaloyu announcing 
their intention to establish poi ittent parties. Mr Prichai 
stated simply that “I am afraid that they are not reaily 
serious about this.” 


Major Ceneral Sutsai Hatsadin, a soldier with the ISOC and 
the person who is known as the"head of the Red Gaurs,” also 
told the reporter that he too wants to establish a 

political party after he retires this September but that he 
oes not expect to be the head of the party; that depends on 
whether the party members elect him. He wants to establish

KRIANGSAK, SANGAT POLITICAL PARTIES DISCUSSED

[Text] After he returned from his trip to Germany, General 
Kriangsak Chamanan, the former prime minister, openly 
announced his intention of becoming involved in politics again 
as a politician who has had previous experience in politics. 
He said that he will form a political party in order to engage 
in politics as an equal with the other political parties. He 
will do this for the country and the people. 


The various political parties and politicians, both old and 
new and politicians who are neither old nor new to politics, 
have welcomed him warmly and told him to “come on!" 


Another person who has openly announced the same intention as 
a politician who has had previous experience in politics is 
Admiral Sangat Chaloyu, the former head of the National 
Administrative Reform Committee in 1976 and the head of the 
Revolutionary Council in 1977. He made this announcement after 
his return from a visit to the People's Republic of China. He 
stated that he will form a political party in order to engage 
in politics for the country and the people. 


The political parties and politicians have welcomed him 
warmly and told him to “come on!" 


Tt seems that both of these people, who are both over 60 years 
old, who both have the highest military rank, and who have 
both held similar positions in the Thai military, have 
announced that they will fight on the political battlefield 
and play politics with the same goals. 











These two men know each other well since both were high- 
ranking military officers and they worked together in carrying 
out the reform and coup dtetat during the period when these 
took place in successive years, 


That is, they carried out a national administrative reform 
and then carried out a coup d'etat just one year later. 


The importance of these two men ——¥ action on the 
paseseces battlefield and playing politics is a very 
nteresting matter. 


Yes. Forming a political party is a human right of the Thai 
people, who follow the democratic system and the constitution. 


I am not a politician nor have I ever taken part in the 
political movement of a political party. But when there is 
news that these two pears will form political parties at the 
same time, it is impossible to keep from immediately express- 


ing my joy. 


Because, these days in Thailand, regardless of what the 
movement, it concerns politics,or politics is involved with 
almost everything else. 


Thus, when former military officers who have previous 
political experience, even though they are retired, [| say] 
that they will form political parties in order to play a 
part in politics for the country and for a real democracy 
and great security, who will not support and agree with this, 
except for those who are prejudiced. 


Besides applauding these two well-known men's intention of 
forming political parties, I think that these two men should 
stand as candidates for the House of People's Representatives 
and that they should become candidates in the name of their 
new political parties. 


The political field on which they can c te for election 
already exists, that is, in Nakhon Rachasima where there will 
be a special election in the middle of October. 


If these two men become candidates in order to show their 
political image and to test the preferences of the people and 
see how much confidence the people have in them, I think that 
this is the proper way to “play” politics. That is, they 
should play like politicians and not like soldiers. 
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| think that both of these men had adequate qualities and 
prestige in the past and that they still do at present, 


General Kriangsak Chamanan was an important revolutionary 
because he cooperated in carrying out a revolution in his 
capacity as chief of staff or as the brains of the Reform 
Committee and Revolutionary Council. He was the person who 
planned both the reform and the revolution, 


And in addition, he had the merit and luck to become prime 
minister twice. He still has much prestige at present and, 
among the more than 40 million people in the country, he is a 
person with a good position, 


As for Admiral Sangat Chaloyu, formerly he was the head of 
the Reform Committee and the Revolutionary Council and he 
joined with General Kriangsak to carry out these two things. 
aoe: Be once served as the chairman of the National Policy 
Council. 


Both men have served as Supreme Commander, 
And both men were hurt by politics and have a political past. 


Yes. Their political pasts are bitter or, stated somewhat 
strongly, they were hurt. 


General Kriangsak Chamanan rose in power because of the 
revolution to the point were he was strong enough to become 
prime minister, in accord with the ways of a revolution. But 
later on came the bitterness, or pain, because he had to 
resign his position as prime minister before his term 
expired. 


Regardless of why he resigned, from a political standpoint, 
there was some bitterness for him and it can be said that 
politics hurt him greatly. 


As for Admiral Sanaat eget his past too has some 
political bitterness and pain. 


Look. -tven though he was the leader vu. a reform and 
revolution, no one wanted him to become prime minister, 


The first time, the Reform Committee searched hard for a good 
man [to be prime minister] but they failed. 


He was the head of the new Revolutionary Council. This was 
the second time but again he missed his chance. A drunk onthe 
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Revolutionary Council was chosen instead even though this 
person was younger than him, 


And leaving aside the position of prime minister, he should 
have become the president of the Senate but he failed to gain 
this position too because of the political tricks and 
backstabbing in the Revolutionary Council, 


When things like this happen, who would not be disappointed, 
bitter or hurt? 


Because they have been greatly hurt by politics, these two 
revolutionaries have changed their plans and instead of 
trying to take a shortcut or playing politics behind the 
scenes or secretely, they have bravely jumped into the game 
as befits soldiers, 


I admire both of them for this. 


Engaging in politics in accord with democratic methods by 
forming a political party and having the support of party 
members is entirely correct and, for good or ill, in the 
future, they may receive enough help to become prime minister.

JOINT MILITARY<CLVILIAN INFORMATION CENTER PROPOSED

Information Center to Control the Way State Information Is 
Disseminated" } 


[Text] The three abs teoor services have joined with the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, the Police Department and the 
Office of the Prime Minister to make preparations to 
establish a joint information center in order to be able to 
control the dissemination of state information so that it is 
disseminated in the same way. It is expected that the prime 
minister will approve this very soon. 


A news report from Supreme Command Headquarters has stated 
that on 23 July 1980, Mr Wuti Chuchom, the director-general 
of the Information Department, came to hold discussions with 
Lieutenant General Som Khattaphan, the director of the 
Information Office of Supreme Command Headquarters, concerning 
the dissemination of government information, especially 
information from the three military services and the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. Up to now, there have been problems wi th 
this. For example, conflicting reports have been disseminated, 
including reports disseminated by the Police Department and 
the Office of the Prime Minister. Both sides agreed that if 
this is allowed to continue, it will have a very bad effect 
on the psychological operations and the rolitical activities 
of .he government. 


The news report also stated that, for this reason, both sides 
have agreed to establish a joint information center. 
Representatives from six groups -- the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the POlice Department, the spokesman for the Office 
of the Prime Minister, the Public Relations Department, the 
Information Department and the Supreme Command Headquarters -- 
were invited to come discuss things in detail and establish 
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the information center mentioned above, An office will be 
established at the Information Office of Supreme Command 
Headquarters, 


Concerning the establishment of this information center, 
Supreme Command Headquarters will submit a petition to 
General Saiyut Koetphon, the chairman of the joint chiefs of 
ataff, in order to present the matter to General Soem Na 
Nakhon, the supreme commander, for consideration before 
requesting permission from the prime minister. It is expected 
that the prime minister will give permission very shortly 
since he once expressed agreement about this.

DETERLORATLON OF AGRICULTURAL LAND REPORTED 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 1 Aug 80 p 2 


[Article: “It Has Been Pointed Out That 74 Percent of the 
Agricultural Land Has Deteriorated Because the Land Has Not 
Been Used In Accord With Technical Principles" } 


[Text ] The Department of Land Development has pecinted out 
that, at present, 74 percent of the livestock grazing land 
and farm land has deteriorated because of the low amount of 
organic material in the soil and because the land is not 
used in accord with technical principles. 


Mr Banchert Phalangkun, the director-general of the Department 
of Land Development, has disclosed the sige obtained from 

a soil survey and analysis made by the Soil Survey Division. 
He stated that concerning the country's land used to grow 
crops and raise livestock, which amounts to approximately 
192.24 million rai or 59.3 percent of the total land area, it 
appears that 74 percent of this land has problems because 

of soil deterioration. Eight-five percent of this land contains 
very little amounts of plant nutrients. Besides this, there 
are problems because of the low amount of organic material in 
the soil and because the land is not used in accord with 
‘echnical principles. The farmers use their land to plant 
crops in accord with the methods used for many generations and 
the nutrients in the soil have been exhausted. 


The director-general of the Department of land Development 
stated that because of this problem, it is essential that the 
soil quickly be improved. Otherwise, the yields from this 
sector of the country will fall greatly. The Department of 
Land Development is conducting surveys and doing research 

to solve the problems and improve the soil using various 
methods .

DISCOVERIES OF OIL, GAS SURVEYED 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 26 Jul 80 p 2 


(Article: "The Results of Oil Explorations In the Gulf of 
Thailand Since 1971: In Drilling, 30 Natural Gas, Two Oil 
and Two Oil Mixed With Gas Sites Have Been Discovered" | 


(Text ] Summarizing the results of the explorations for oil in 
the Gulf of Thailand, since explorations began in 1971, the 
various companies that were given the concessions have drilled 
60 exploratory wells. Natural gas has been found in 30 of the 
wells, oil has been found in two of them and oil mixed with 
natural gas has been found in two of the wells. 


A news report from the Department of Mineral Resources has 
stated that in drilling exploratory oil wells, the Omoko 
Compary, which received a concession to drill in areas 5 and 
6, conducted surveys and drilled four wells. They found oil 
in only one of the four wells. 


The Thailand Sun Oil Company, which received the concession to 
areas 7+9,has sunk eight wells but has not discovered any oil. 


As for the Union O11 Company, which has the concession to 
areas 10 and 11, it has drilled 12 wells. It has discovered 
natural gas in seven of the wells and oil mixed with gas and 
natural gas in one well. Noail was found in the other four 
wells. In concession areas 12 and 13, 18 wells have been 
drilled. Gas has been found in three wells and gas mixed with 
natural gas has been found in 10 of the wells. Gas mixed with 
oil has been found in one well. Nothing was found in the other 
four wells. In area 23, the company is conducting additional 
explorations for minerals, 


In concession areas 14 and 15, the Texas Pacific Company has 
drilled 12 wells. It has found oil in one well and natural gas 
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in seven wells. Nothing was found in the other four wells, 
In areas 16 and 17, four wells were drilled. Natural gas was 
found in three of the wells. Nothing was found in the other 
well, 


As for the Dreiden 0i1 Company, which is the last company 
to be given a concession to conduct oil drilling surveys in 
the Gulf of Thailand, it was given the concession to areas 
18 and 19. It has drilled one well but has not found oil, 


However, at present, the Union 0i1 Company has completed drill- 
ing four natural gas wells, which are completed production 
wells, and is presently drilling wells five and six. 


The news report also stated that, concerning the exploratory 
drilling for oil along the coast in the Andaman Sea, which 
began in 1974, various companies including the Oceanic Explor- 
ation Company, the Esso Exploration Company and the Union 0il 
Company and its subsidiaries have received concessions and 
drilled 11 wells. They have found only traces of oil and 
natural gas. In particular, the Union Oil Company has returned 
concession area 8 to the Department of Mineral Resources. 


As for the oil surveys and drilling on land, the news report 
stated that the two companies, the Shell Exploration Company 
and the Esso Exploration Company, that asked for concessions 
are hurriedly conducting detailed geographical and physical 
surveys in areas 1 and 2 in the Central Region and in areas 

1 and 5 in the northeast. The purpose of this is to determine 
the locations of wells for next year.

TRADE DEFICIT --The Office of the National Economic and Social 
Development Board predicts that in 1980, Thailand will have a 
trade deficit of approximately 63 billion baht because the 
production of several types of economic goods has declined. 
This is the view of the Economic Studies and Information 
Division of the Office of the National Economic and Social 
Development Board. Concerning the trends in the export and 
import situation and the balance of trade in 1980, it stated 
that, concerning the production of some types of economic and 
industrial goods, as far as can be determined, it now appears 
that the production of some types of agricultural crops during 
the 1979/1980 pro“uction season declined. Added to this is the 
fact that the p. of oil increased. Besides making it more 
costly to produce ,oods, this also caused the country to have 
to spend large sums of foreign currency to purchase oil. Based 
on the above facts, it can be estimated that the value of 
exports and imports for all of 1980 will increase at a lower 
rate than that for 1979, It is expected that the value of 
exports for the entire year of 1980 will be approximately 

121 billion baht, which is an increase of 11.7 percent. In 
1979, the rate of increase was 30.4 percent. As for the value 
of imports in 1980, it will reach approximately 184.640 
billion baht, which is an increase of 26.4 percent. It is thus 
expected that the balance of trade deficit in 1980 will be
